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TO EXTEND SALE OF COT- 
TONSEED PRODUCTS. 


Efforts to extend the sale of cotton- 
seed products has heretofore been con- 
fined to individuals and companies, and 
consequently this has necessarily been 
within a narrow scope and very little 
has been done to enlighten the people 
of other countries as to the qualities 
of the various products so familiar to 
the people of this country. Sporadic ef- 
forts have been made to interest the 
various consuls in the hope they would 
recognize the benefit they could be to 
a large section of the country by mak- 
ing known the value of the several 
products for food and other purposes in 
countries where they are little known 
or used, but these have accomplished 
little, the consuls, as a rule, deeming 
such not within the line of their duties. 
It was in part to foster the sale of cot- 
tonseed oil, oil cake and meal in foreign 
countries and to enlighten the people 
as to their value that the Bureau of 
Publicity was last year established by 
the Interstate Cottonseed Crushers’ As- 
sociation, but thus far the work of the 
bureau has been confined to more clear- 
ly set forth the advantages to be de- 
rived by the more extended use of the 
products in this country, and it will 
necessitate the enlargement of the 
sphere of this bureau, with considerably 
increased expenditures of time and 
money, to accomplish much in foreign 
countries. The use of cottonseed oil 
for cooking purposes, against which 
there formerly existed strong prejudice 
here, is not go strong in the countries 
of the Old World; indeed, in some there 
is a strong preference for vegetable 
fats, and these are already consumed 
in large quantities, and it will only be

SCARCITY OF ARSENIC. 


The growing scarcity and consequent 
advancing prices for arsenic has at- 
tracted wide attention, as several in- 
dustries are seriously affected. The 
conditions leading to the present situa- 
tion had their beginning about three 
years ago, when one of the principal 
mines in Wales was flooded by water 
and it was found impracticable to re- 
open the workings, the conclusion be- 
ing that they were ruined. Since then 
recourse has been had to an increasing 
extent to the product from the Span- 
ish, French and German mines, but 
from the best information disastrous 
flooding has caused a partial shut- 
down of the mines in France and in 
Spain, leaving only the German mines 
as furnishing the normal quantity. The 
conditions have thus been growing more 
serious month by month, while the con- 
sumption has steadily increased, and in 
this country at a rapid rate. The im- 
ports into the United States amounted 
to 5,854,000 pounds during the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1904, and to 8,086,000 
pounds during the fiscal year 1905. It is 
probable that the requirements during 
the present year would have become 
still larger, but owing to the scarcity 
and’ consequent high prices it is prob- 
able that consumption will be restrict- 
ed. The requirements of manufactur- 
ers of glass have increased more rapid- 
ly than in most other industries in 
which this mineral is indispensable, and 
should the scarcity continue and become 
more serious some of the plants will be 
compelled to suspend operations. Man- 
ufacturers of Paris green are at a loss 
what course to pursue, as the price is 
already double what it was a year ago, 
and the prospect appears to favor the 
expectation of still higher market val- 
ues. The world’s production has been 
about 9,000 tons, of which the United 
Kingdom and Germany produced about 
5,000, but since the flooding of the prin- 
cipal mine in Wales the production in 
that country has fallen below 1,000 tons. 
In the United States mines have been 
worked in Montana, Arizona and Wash- 
ington, but the production has varied 
greatly from year to year, amounting to 
1,226 tons in 1902, but dropping to 554 
the next year, and has since shown lit- 
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tle increase. It is expected, however, 
that the higher prices will stimulate op- 
erations at the mines, and possibly the 
scarcity may be relieved by the native 
mines. It will be a long time, how- 


ever before the normal amount of, say) 
9,000 tons, will again become available,’ 


even if the miners in Germany, France, 
Portugal and the United States increase 
the facilities for obtaining the mineral.

NO CHECK TO CINCHONA BARK 
WEAKNESS. 


shipment of bark from Java, have been 
dissipated by the result of the Amster- 
dam auction last Thursday, at which 
a decline of more than 15 per cent.

According to our Amsterdam cor- 


respondent’s cablegram on the event, 
87 per cent. of the heavy offerings, ag- 
gregating 13,194 packages, was sold. 
Judging from this result, there was evi- 
dently no disposition on the part of 
the representatives of the Java inter- 
ests to withhold any of their supplies 
for a more favorable turn. It is also 
reasonable to conclude that the quinine 
makers may have been stimulated to 
purchase freely at the advantageous 
course of values, especially since the 
reported combination of cinchona 
planters in Java to limit exports is a 
factor that is likely to manifest its 
force on the Amsterdam auctions as 
soon as there is evidence of its opera- 
tion. Later details from Batavia re- 
port that twenty planters have already 
entered the agreement, with the under- 
standing to reduce their shipments 
from 8,556,000 to 5,918,000 Dutch pounds 
during the year. The total exports 
from Java during 1905 amounted to 15,- 
405,000 Dutch pounds, the heaviest ag- 
gregate of which we have any record, 
Confidence in the stability of makers’ 
prices on the basis of nineteen cents for 
bulk has been shaken by the material 
decline in the bark, but as yet there is 
nothing to indicate any departure from 
the recently prevailing schedule. Any 
later developments of moment will be 
noted in our market report on another 


page. 
PARIS GREEN MARKET UN- 
SETTLED. 

During the past several weeks mar- 
ket conditions in Paris green have un- 
dergone important changes, and the 
general feeling in the trade is very un- 
settled. It is claimed by a number of 
leading interests in the trade that the 
situation has never been so critical in 
the history of the trade. The disturb- 
ing elements, which have been gradual- 
ly growing more acute during the past 
four weeks, have reached a point where 
manufacturers and consumers of Paris 
green are at sea regarding the prob- 
able outcome. 

The unsettled state of the market is 
attributed to the gradual and sharp 
rises in prices for the raw materials, 
particularly white arsenic and blue vit- 
riol. The important raw material 
which is playing the more prominent 
part in the market is white arsenic, of 
which there is an extreme scarcity here, 
due to goods which have been sold un- 
der contracts some time ago and of 
which fully fifty per cent. have not 
been shipped. Various theories are pre- 
valent in trade circles regarding the un- 



















usual conditions surrounding the mar- 
ket for white arsenic, 

Generally at the opening of the year 
Paris green manufacturers enter into a 
mutual agreement to uphold prices and 
establish a uniform basis for the same 
in order to assure dealers and distribu- 
tors a legitimate profit. This year man- 
ufacturers have been unable to enter 
into a mutual agreement owing to the 
unsettled state of the market for the 
raw materials, and the usual booking 
of contracts covering supplies of Paris 
green for spring delivery is being held 
in check. Most of the manufacturers 
have withdrawn all of their prices on 
Paris green, and orders are now being

day of delivery, and the guaranteeing 
of prices is practically eliminated. Con- 
sequently, as buyers are minus their 
usual protection by the manufacturers’ 
business, which is usally active at this 
time of the year, is dull and no relief 
can be reasonably looked for until the 
market for the raw materials, particu- 
larly white arsenic, becomes more set- 
tled. Owing to the uncertainties sur- 
rounding the future market, and prom- 
ises of high prices for the chief raw 
materials used in the manufacture of 
Paris green, predictions of a shortage 
in the ouput of the latter are being 
freely circulated.

MERGER MAY ADVANCE CORN 
PRODUCTS .. 


The developments of the merger of 
the leading factors in glucose and corn 
starch are awaited with much interest, 
and the impression is more or less gen- 
eral that advancing markets will be 
established as soon as the reorganiza- 
tion plans are consummated. A higher 
basis is believed to be warranted es- 
pecially in corn starch, which seems to 
have been the subject of particularly 
keen competition between the two prin- 
cipal producers. A result of this con- 
dition was a break of twenty points last 
October, which could be accounted for 
in no other way than the intensity of 
competition. The market has remained 
on this relatively low level since, despite 
the firmer tendency of corn in the in- 
terim. This product is likely to be the 
first to respond to the stronger control 
of manufacture. The effect of the sell- 
ing eagerness has not been so actively 
demonstrated in glucose, that market 
having since recovered the ten points 
that were lost at about the time of the 
break in starch prices, but the out- 
look for this article under the condi- 
tions that have lately developed is like- 
ly to be more favorable to sellers’ than 
to buyers’ interests.

THE WINDOW GLASS SITUA- 


TION. 


The window glass situation, taken as 
a whole, has not improved, but the 
future promises a more settled market 
for hand-made glass and, according to 
the belief of many jobbers in the local 
market, prices on hand-made glass will 
be advanced in the next few days. 

The much talked of meeting between 
the workers and manufacturers of 
hand-made glass was held at Fort Pitt 
on Wednesday last. At this meeting 
the workers absolutely refused to en- 
tertain any reduction in the wage scale 
and finally a selling agency was formed 
which will market the output of hand- 
made glass, comprising one thousand 
and nine pots, which aggregates eighty- 
five per cent. of the total output of 
hand-made glass. The selling agency 
will market the output of glass at a 
set price named by the manufacturers 
of the association and thereby try to 
eliminate the depression in the market 
caused by sharp competition. 

Whether this will have any favorable 
influence on the trade is doubted and 
as long as the workers refuse to bear 
the brunt of the battle to meet the 
competition of the machine glass inter- 
ests, there appears to be no hope for 
the betterment of the position for hand- 
made glass. 

It is claimed that prices for hand- 
made glass will be advanced within the 
next few days, but despite this fact 
the demand lacks spirit and jobbers 
here in most instances have ample glass 
to meet the requirements of consumers 
for some time.

In the case of the Supreme Court of 
the State of Missouri against the Stan- 
dard Oil Co., the Waters-Pierce Oil Co. 
and the Republic Oil Co., in which the 
taking of testimony began in this city 
on the 5th inst., no sessions have been 
held since adjournment Tuesday after- 
noon, the reason for this suspension be- 
ing to give counsel time to present their 
arguments to the Supreme Court in con- 
nection with the application of Attor- 
ney-General Hadley to compel Mr. H, 
H, Rogers to answer questions that he 
had previously, upon the advice of 
counsel, declined to reply to. 

Justice Davis, in the Supreme Court, 
issued an order on Wednesday on Mr. 
Hadley’s application for Mr. Rogers to 
show cause why the Court should not 
direct him to answer questions, and the 
order was returnable before Justice 
Gildersleeve on Friday morning. 

When the case was called a motion 
was made that the matter be adjourned 
until next week, because William J. 
Curtis, Esq., who was to make the ar- 
gument for the defendants, had other 
court engagements. Judge Gildersleeve 
then set 10.30 Saturday morning as the 
time to hear the argument, which was 
in progress at the time this issue of 
the Reporter went to press. It was 
stated that the hearings would be re- 
sumed Saturday afternoon, and that 
William G. Rockefeller, John D. Arch- 
bold, Francis D. Carley and others 
would be examined. After to-day no 
hearings will be held for several days, 
owing to the necessity for Attorney- 
General Hadley being in Missouri in or- 
der to attend to important matters re- 
quiring his attention there. 

In last Monday’s issue we published 
an account of the hearings, and at the 
time it was sent to press Mr. Rogers 
had just begun his testimony. 

Mr. Rogers when asked if he was in 
any way connected with any of the 
respondents stated that he was a direc- 
tor of the Standard Oil Co, of Indiana, 
but declined, on the advice of counsel, 
to answer the question as to whether he 
was a stockholder. The attorney for 
the defendants stated that the question 
of stock ownership of the different com- 
panies, whether material or not, is to 
be determined by the Court, to which 
the Attorney-General replied that the 
question was asked to show the interest 
of the witness. 


Q. Are you familiar with the business

Q. Have you not at 26 Broadway, a com- 
mittee upon domestic business, a commit- 
tee on foreign business, a committee that 
looks after the sale of lubricating oil, a 
committee that looks after the sale of 
illuminating oil, committees that attend 
to various departments of the oil business, 
and isn’t all or a part of the business of 
the Standard Oil Company of Indiana 
handled through some of those commit- 
tees? 

Mr. Hagerman:—We object. 

A. Well, then, I shall decline to answer. 

Q. Do you know whether the Standard 
Oil Company of Indiana handles lubricat- 
ing oil or illuminating oil? <A. Being in 
the refining of oil business and doing a 
petroleum business, I assume that they 
do handle it. 

©. Well, you assume it? A. Yes. 

Q. Do you mean to say that you don’t 
know as an actual fact whether the 
Standard Oil Company of Indiana sells 
both lubricating and illuminating oil and 


also refined petroleum? A. Inasmuch as 
I have not been to the Whiting Refinery 
for a great many years, and that my in- 
formation is hearsay in a ene way, I 
can’t state positively, but assume they 
do deal in all the products of petroleum. 
I would like to add to my question in 
regard to my trip. (Answer.) My trip to 
Indiana some time ago, that I didn’t go 
out to Whiting that day, and that was 
the reason I had to answer as I did. 

Q. Didn’t you learn when you visited the 
refinery in Kansas, as to whether you 
purchased both lubricating oil and illumi- 
nating oil? A. If the refinery was built 
in a petroleum country for the purpose 
of refining oil, it is pretty nearly conclu- 
sive, without being positive, that they did 
produce oil products, 

. Did you see the refinery that they 
built in Kansas in actual operation? 

Mr. Hagerman:—We object. 

Q. Does the Standard Oil Company of 
Indiana sell oil in the State of New York? 
A. I don’t know. 

Q. Does it have an office at 26 Broad- 
way? A. I don’t know. 

Q. You are a director in that company, 
I understood you to say on Saturday. It 
is correct, is it not? A. Yes. o 

Do you know whether the secretary 

and treasurer of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of Indiana stays at 26 Broadway? 
A. If Mr. Stall is treasurer, and I suppose 
he is, and if Mr. Cowan is vice-president, 
and I believe him to be, I do not think he 
has an office at 26 Broadway. 
_Q. Do you wish to say to the Supreme 
Court of Missouri that you, as a director 
in the Standard Oil Company of Indiana, 
do not know where its general offices are 
located? A. It is immaterial to me what 
the Supreme Court of Missouri desires me 
to say. 

Q. Is it a fact, Mr. Rogers, that you, as 
a director of the Standard Oil Company of 
Indiana, do not know where its general 
offices are located? A. Well, to be specific 
and absolute, I really do not know, but I 
suppose they are located in Indiana, the 
company being incorporated there; and, 
further, it being a matter of record, I pre- 
fer to refer you to the record rather than 
trust te my memory. 

Q. Well, what is the fact, Mr. Rogers, 
has the Standard Oil Company of Indiana 
an office at 26 Broadway? Now let us be 
frank, has it or has it not? A. I am try- 
ing to give you a fair answer; further 
than that I cannot go. If you wish me to 
look into the matter I will do so, and sat- 
isfy you on the questions if you are not 
already satisfied. 

Ah Hadley:—I certainly am not satis- 
ed. 

Q. Do you not know it to be a fact that 
Mr. Moffatt, as president of the Standard 
Oil Company of Indiana, has at the pres- 
ent time, and has had for some time past, 
an office at 26 Broadway? A. I think I an- 
swered that previously. 

Q. Well, give it again. A. My previous 
answer covers the question exactly, and I 
will further state that I imagine he has 
an office in the building, but I have never 
been in it. 

Q. It is charged in the information in 
this case that the Waters-Pierce Oil Com- 
pany of Missouri and the Republic Oil 
Company of New York are in the State 
of Missouri in a combination, federation, 
trust and agreement in violation of the 
anti-trust laws of that State.

Q. Give us an approximate idea as to 
when you became connected with this 
defendant company? A. I do not think it 
is worth while to guess at it. You can 
find out if you go about it properly. 

Q. Are you a director of the company 
known as the Standard Oil Company of 
Kentucky? A.I decline to answer on 
advice of counsel. 

Q. 1 find in a certificate filed in the 
office of the Secretary of the State of Mis- 
souri by L. J. Drake, general manager 
of the Standard Oil Company of Ken- 
tucky, that your name appears as one of 
the directors. Does your best recollec- 
tion enable you to recall as to whether 
you were a director of that company? 
A. I decline to answer on advice of 
counsel. 

Q. Were you connected in any way with 
the Consolidated Tank Line Company, 
which did business in the State of Mis- 
souri, and which was succeeded by the 
Standard Oil] Company of Kentucky?

Saturday Noon, Jan. 13, 1906. 


The market for paints and colors pre- 
sented no features of interest. In the 
dry color line the usual in-between sea- 
sons’ quiet dominated the trade and 
the volume of business booked for the 
week was light. Moderate contract 
covering supplies for spring delivery 
have been booked. The usual competi- 
tion among importers of French ochers 
to secure contracts has led to the cus- 
tomary shading of prices. Mixed and 
metallic paints, the usual light demand 
at this time of the year is being ex- 
perienced. There has been a fair de- 
mand for lead products from grinders 
and embraced contract sales of supplies 
for delivery not beyond April. A fair 
business in contracts covering paint 
materials for delivery this year is being 
done. 

White Lead, Zines, Etc. 


WHITE LEAD.—Considering the sea- 
son of the year and general weather 
conditions, trade the past week in the 
lead products has been exceptionally 
good. Though jobbing sales possibly 
are less frequent of lead in oil, as the 
consumption of which usually falls off, 
though a fair amount of indoor work 
is being done which takes up more 
lead in oil in a jobbing way than many 
realize. There is a good inquiry for de- 
liveries of round lots of lead in oil for 
delivery up to May, but corroders, how- 
ever, in present unsettled condition of 
the pig metal market, decline to book 
orders more than thirty days ahead, 
and this for a limited quantity, on the 
basis of 7c. up to 7%c., according to 
quantity and terms of sale. There is 
still a scarcity of stocks of dry lead 
available in excess of those required for 
delivery upon existing contracts with 
grinders, who generally only buy from 
month to month at prices current. At 
the same time corroders are as indiffer- 
ent about booking round lots ahead, 
pending the scarcity of stocks of the 
pig metal for prompt, and the uncer- 
tainty regarding prices for same Mean- 
while grinders are all busy and draw- 
ing freely upon their existing con- 
tracts, and booking a limited amount 
for delivery thirty days ahead on the 
basis of 64c. and upward, as to quan- 
tity and terms of sale. Only a small 
jobbing demand is reported for foreign 
lead in oil at 9144c. and upward, as to 
quantity, make and terms of sale. 

RED LEAD.—Rather more inquiry 
for forward, but domestic makers will 
only book orders for prompt delivery, 
or possibly a limited quantity might be 
booked for delivery thirty days ahead 
on the basis of 7c. and upward, as to 
quantity and terms of sale. English is 
rather quiet for prompt on the basis of 
8%c. and upward, and glass-makers’ 
grades at 84%c. up, as to grade, quantity 
and terms of sale. German is firmer 
in all positions, with only limited offer- 
ings either for prompt or forward on 
the basis of 6%c. up to 8%c., according 
to grade, quantity and terms of sale. 

LITHARGE.—Outside of deliveries 
upon existing contracts with the vari- 
ous large consumers, who are consum- 
ing an exceptionally large amount of 
stocks for this period of the year. 
Conditions remain about the same as 
have existed for several weeks past. 
Makers are booking only a limited 
amount of additional stock for prompt 
or delivery over the month on the basis 
of 6%c. up to 74c., according to grade, 
quantity and terms of sale. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—French is 
meeting with the usual seasonable de- 
mand for spot goods in a jobbing way at 
11%c. for casks, 12c. for kegs of special 
brands, and other makes at 10%c. and 
upward, as to quantity, packing and 
terms of sale. There is no change in 
German, which continues firm in all 
positions. Jobbing spot sales to cover 
current points are reported at 8\4c. for 
ordinary and 10c. and upward for extra 
grades, as to quantity and terms of 
sale. Domestic is without change, ex- 
cept the demand is in excess of the 
supply, and prices are held firm at 
8i4c. and up, as to quantity, less the 
usual discount terms. 

PIG LEAD.—There have been fur- 
ther sales for prompt on the basis of 
5.90c; up to 6c. f. o. b. St.Louis, accord- 
ing to grade and quantity, and the 
same conditions prevail at this point. 
The Smelting Company continue their 
previous quotations, subject to prices 
current on day of shipment. Foreign 
markets are a shade easier, with soft 
Spanish quoted at £16 17s. 6d. 

ZINCS.—Since the year opened. there 
has been a daily increase in deliveries 
upon outstanding contracts with the 
large consumers, more espécidlly with 
the paint grinders both here and at 
Western points. The export demand 
also has kept pace, all of which makes 
a gratifying report for the opening of 
the hew year. Though the bulk of the 
ordefs already have been booked, addi- 
tional orders are daily being received, 
on the basis of 4%@5c. and %c. higher 
for single car lots of the various grades 
of the New Jersey make, as to quantity 
and terms of sale. The usual jobbing 
demand prevails for the French proc- 
ong pake.

Washington, Jan. 12, 1906. 


Representative Hansbrough, of North 
Dakota, has introduced a bill of special 
interest to the turpentine industry. It 
provides for the amendment of Section 
2461 of the Revised Statutes so as to abso- 
lutely protect the timber on the reserve 
lands of the United States from boxing, 
cutting, chipping or boring for the pur- 
pose of removing therefrom resin, gum, 
turpentine or other products, ete. Pen- 
allies are provided for the violation of 
this provision, including both fine and im- 
prisonment. The section as it is proposed 
to amend it will read as follows:— 


‘Sec. 2461. If any person shall cut, or cause 
or procure to be cut, or aid, assist, or be em- 
ployed in cutting, or shall wantonly destroy, or 
cause or procure to be wontonly destroyed, or 
aid, assist, or be employed in wantonly de- 
stroying, or shall box, cut, chip, or bore, or 
cause or procure to be wantonly destroyed, or 
bored, or aid, assist, or be employed in boxing, 
cutting, chipping, or boring for the purpose of 
removing therefrom resin, gum, turpentine, or 
other product, any live oak, red cedar, pine, or 
spruce trees, or other timber standing, grow- 
ing, or being on any lands of the United States, 
which, in pursuance of any law passed, or 
hereafter to be passed, have been reserved or 
purchased for the use of the United States, for 
supplying or furnishing therefrom timber for 
the navy of the United States; or if any person 
shali remove, or cause or procure to be re- 
moved, or aid, or assist, or be employed in re- 
moving from any such lands which have been 
reserved or purchased, any live oak, red cedar, 
pine, or spruce trees, or other timber, or any

turer of the Piraeus. Starch does not 
seem to be much in favor among the 
manufacturers of textile fabrics in Greece. 
An interview with Retzina Brothers, 
manufacturers of the Piraeus, brought 
out the following facts:— 

For some reasons, climatic or otherwise, 
it seems absolutely impossible to utilize 
corn starchin the manufacture of cambrics 
and other textiles, although many trials 
have been made during several years past, 
as the spindles, especially in the case of 
colored textiles, clog. This firm is now 
using wheat flour, from soft wheat from 
the Balkan States (the variety known as 
“Ghirka’’). The use of this flour involves 
a tedious process, as it must be soaked 
in vats for twenty-five to thirty days, 
until it becomes soft and slippery, when 
it gives the desired brightness and weight. 
The duty on wheat is 6.11 francs, gold, 
per 100 okes (285 pounds); that on flour 
9.30 francs. 

In the manufacture of coarser textiles, 
as ginghams, drills, etc., a starch called 
“dextrin’’ is used, supposed to be a potato 
product that has been baked before it 
has been put on the market. This is used 
in the large factory of Gabriel, Sphaello 
& Papadopoulo, of Phalerum, and an- 
sSwers the purpose very well, as they re- 
port.

This firm used pearl starch for 
some time, but, for some reason or other, 
could not get satisfactory results. 

There are in this consular district three 
glucose factories:—The Chemical Products 
Company, Moschato, Phalerum, Greece; 
G. Nicolopoulo, corner Socrates’ and Ar- 
temis streets, Piraeus, Greece, and the 
Society of Vinicoles and Industries Agri- 
coles, Athens. Glucose is chiefly used in 
Greece in the manufacture of chalva, a 
sweet largely consumed during three or 
four months of the year, especially on 
fast days. It is also mixed with sugar in 
the manufacture of loucoum of low qual- 
ity and in the manufacture of various 
kinds of Oriental pies, pastries, candies 
and syrups. G. Nicolopoulo, of Piraeus, 
manufactures glucose and starch from 
corn. The Society Vinicoles and Indus- 
tries Agricoles make glucose from potato 
starch, which they import from Holland 
and Germany. This firm used to buystarch 
in America, but it has found the potato 
starch called ‘“‘Fecule de pommes de 
terre’ more economical. The duty on this 
product, including octroi and harbor dues, 
is 34 lepta per oke. The import duty on 
glucose is practically prohibitive, as the 
article pays the same as sugar, viz.:—1.10 
drachmas per oke.

LINSEED.—Up to near the close the 
market was quiet but steady, with a 
fair jobbing business being done in 
city oil at 42c. and Western and State 
oil at 4lc. With the sharp advance in 
seed, city oil has advanced 2c, making 
price 44@45c. for raw, boiled at 45@4é6c. 
and double boiled 46@47c., and Cal- 
cuta 65c. No change for the moment 
was made in State and Western oil, 
which is quoted at 42@48c. Previous to 


the advance there was considerable 
State and Western oil sold for Janu- 


ary-July at 41c., and later 3,000 bbls. at 
42c. Some of the State crushers are 
asking 48c. for May-July oil, and this 
for only a limited quantity. The indi- 
cations are that with the continued up- 
ward turn of the seed market a further 
advance all around may come at an 
early date. 

COTTONSEED.—The chief feature of 
the market during the week has been 
the sharp advance in crude oil, sales 
having been made at 26c. up to 27c., 
and later at 28c., in Memphis, with 
many predicting 30c. crude for the near 
future and May refined 35c. or over. 
Western refiners and packers have been 
the chief buyers of crude, in fact they 
have been buying all along from 23c. 
and up, though they are only bidding 
26c. for Atlantic crude, with 2614%4@27c. 
asked, but with sales in the Valley at 
higher figures they will have to raise 
their bids for Southeast crude. There 
is not much export demand for soap 
grades of oil, as the last steamer for 
Trieste has now loaded, though possibly 
a later one may reach the other side 
before the increased duty goes into ef- 
fect. In other sections, however, there 
is more demand for winter oil and’ a 
large business has been done recently, 
with later sales of 4,000 bbls. on the basis 
of 35@35%c. Should linseed oil abroad 
continue to advance it may be reflected 
later by increased sales from this side. 
Many of the Texas mills have shut 
down, though possibly they may make 
a short turn later, as seed is coming 
in to some extent. What crude they 
have on hand is being held for higher 
figures. Cake and meal is in good re- 
quest with sales of the latter for feed- 
ing at $30, at the mill. There has been 
a sharp advance during the week in 
refined oil of about 2c. for all months, 
though the bulk of the trading has been 
for May and July. The unusual de- 
mand for compound lard, with no im- 
mediate prospect of it being any less 


in the near future, is one element of 
strength to cotton oil. Sales have 
been made of 40 tanks bleaching 
oil at 30%c. Chicago now $3ilc. bid, 
and 60 to 65 tanks at this point, 
at 3lc. loose, with 31%4c. asked. The 
market closes steady with tendency

MENHADEN.—Aside from _ recent 
sales of several hundred bbls. of South- 
ern crude oil f. 0, b. Baltimore and 100 
and 200 bbls. pending sale, no offerings 
could be traced and the market is 
quoted entirely nominal for first hand 
parcels. Second-hand lots are being 
held on the basis of 19@20c. for North-

f. o. b. works. Pressed oils are moving 
along slowly and trade has been slow 
owing to firms still being engaged in 
stock-taking.

WHALE AND SPERM.—The New

well stocked with oil. It is claimed that 
notwithstanding the fact that the stock 
of sperm crude oil is large at the latter 
point, holders are firm and are naming 
higher prices, they refusing to sell at 
the low sales price of 45c. some months 
ago. The approximate stock of crude 
oil at New Bedford on January 8 was 
14,600 bbls. of sperm oil and whale oil 
nil. The local market for pressed sperm 
oil has been dull and the usual hand- 
to-mouth business is being transacted. 
First hand round parcels of bleached 
sperm winter are quoted nomical at 
63c. and bleached winter whale at 44c. 


Mineral Oils. 


Business in the various lubricants is 
still being restricted to some extent by 
firms taking stock. The deliveries on 
contracts and new orders booked for 
this time of the year are of a satis- 
factory volume. Talk of a rise in prices 
early in February is being heard. Man- 
ufacturers are quoting prices, less dis- 
counts, as heretofore. 


Oil Cake, Meal, Etc. 


There is no change in the situation 
for linseed cake, offerings being light; 
prices are well sustained, with spot 
January and February being held firm 
at $31 with March-April at $28 and 
later months on the basis of $27, 
seaboard delivery, it depending largely 
upon ocean freight rates that buy- 
ers or sellers may have in hand, 
Cotton cake and meal are also in good 
request, with prices tending upward, as 
our telegrams from the Cotton Belt in- 
dicate.

London Linseed Market, 


The tone for this article before the holidays 
was steady, quiet, but when business was re- 
sumed on Wednesday the tendency of prices 
was in favor of sellers, and this feeling was 
still more pronounced yesterday, when a good 
business was put through at prices showing an 
advance on the week of 1s. for both Plate and 
Calcutta seed; December Calcutta sold up to 
42s, 9d. for London, and at 42s, 6d. for Decem- 
ber-January; the quantity of old crop of this 
description on offer is quite small, while new 
crop is scarcely offered at all. Plate, Decem- 
ber-January, sold up to 41s. 9d. both for Hull 
and the Continent, while January-February 
sold at 41s. 3d. for Hull, and up to 41s. 6d. for 
Amsterdam. Prices as compared with a year 
ago are decidedly higher, as shown in another 
part of this list, 

The average price of spot Calcutta, which was 
32s, 2d. in January, steadily advanced up to 
June, when it was 41s.; it then declined to 37s. 
3d. in September; since then it again advanced, 
the December price being 41s. 714d., or the high- 
est of the year. This last rise has been caused 
partly by the reports cabled over from the 
Argentine that the crop just harvested is about 
100,000 tons smaller that the 1904 crop, and, 
partly owing to the absence, in most districts, 
of the winter rains in India, which, coming on 
the top of the dry weather at sowing time, and 
taking into account the decrease in the acreage 
sown (which in the United Provinces, the most 
important linseed district of all, is officially 
estimated at fifteen per cent.) leads one to ex- 
pect another short outturn. As the 1905 crop 
amounted to only 345,000 tons, against 551,800 
tons in 1904, it is quite possible that the next 
crop may show some increase over that of 1905, 
as it is not at all likely that the weather in 
the future will be so very unfavorable as was 
the case in the early part of the present year. 

The spot price of linseed oil in barrels for 
January was £14 16s. 3d., rose steadily to £19 
19s, 6d. for June, declined gradually to £16 11s. 
3d. for September, and closed at £19 1s. for 
December. 

The average price of Calcutta linseed on the 
spot in London during the month of December 
was 4ls. 744d., against 33s. 10%d. in the same 
seoath last year, 36s. in 1903 and 45s. 6d, in

The shipments from the Argentine to Europe 
this week were 3,750 tons, making the total for 
the year 660,900 tons, against 908,950 tons in 
1904 and 622,650 tons in 1903. 

The shipments of linseed from India from 
April 1 to date amounted to 1,321,000 quarters 
(Calcutta 610,000 quarters and Bombay 711,000 
quarters), against 2,566,000 quarters last season 
(Calcutta 1,689,000 quarters and Bombay 877,- 
v00 quarters), and 2,096,000 quarters in 19038 
(Calcutta 1,374,000 quarters and Bombay 722,000 
quarters). 

The shipments of linseed from all countries 
last week amounted to 15,000 quarters for the 
United Kingdom (including orders) and 30,000 
quarters for the Continent, together 45,000 
quarters (against 108,000 quarters in the same 
week last year), making the total since Jan, 1 
2.023,000 quarters to the United Kingdom and 
orders, and 3,802,000 quarters for Continent, to- 
gether 5,825,000 quarters, against 2,870,000 quart- 
rs for United Kingdom and orders, and 5,096,000 
quarters for the Continent, total 7,966,000 
quarters in the previous year. 

The receipts of linseed at Bombay for the 
week ended Dec. 7 amounted to 747 tons, 
against 1,064 tons in the previous week and 
2,910 tons in the same week last year. The 
total receipts at Bombay from Jan. 1 to Dec. 
7 have amounted to 152,017 tons, against 217,- 
188 tons in the same period last year.—Beer- 
bohm's Trade List.

Cottonseed Meal from Texas to 


Norway. 


Consul B, M. Rasmusen, of Stavan- 
ger, reports the arrival of a cargo of 
cottonseed meal direct from Galveston, 
which is the first direct shipment from 
the United States to the Norwegian 
port named. The consul says:— 

it gives me great pleasure to report that 
a cargo of cottonseed meal has just ar- 
rived here from Galveston, Tex., which is 
the first direct shipment from the United 
States to Stavanger. It was only through 
persistent effort on the part of the im- 
porter, with such assistance as this con- 
sulate was able to render him, that this 
has been accomplished. The lack of di- 
rect transportation facilities and the high 
freight rates between this port and the 
United States was brought to my atten- 
tion two years ago, and | suggested to the 
importers at that time that a eargo could 
undoubtedly be delivered here at a much 
lower rate than that exacted by the im- 
porting syndicates if one of the numerous 
steamers owned in Norway and employed 
in the fruit carrying trade of the United 
States could be chartered when returning 
home instead of sailing in ballast, as they 
frequently do, Accordingly this was done, 
but the project was blocked at every turn 
by the importing syndicates at Hamburg 
and elsewhere. may add that it was 
only after paying a commission on this 
cargo to the syndicate that direct ship- 
ment was permitted. 
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American Chemical Society Meeting. 

The fourth regular meeting of the 
season of the New York Section Amer- 
ican Chemical Society was held at the 
Chemists’ Club, Friday, January 5, at 
8.15 p. m. The Vice-Chairman, Dr. A. 
A. Breneman, presided. The following 
papers were presented :— 

“Is the Optical Rotatory Power an 
Additive Property of Assymmetric 
Carbon Atoms?” by M. A. Rosanoff. 

In the memoir founding the science 
of stereo-chemistry in 1875, Van’t Hoff 
made the well-known assumption that 
when two or more assymmetric carbon 
atoms are associated in a molecule the 
rotation due to each is independent of 
the rotations due to the others. The 
assumption was made the subject of 
extensive experimental inquiry, car- 
ried on between 1893 and 1896, on the 
one hand by Guye, of Geneva, and his 
pupils; on the other hand by Walden, 
of Riga, The results seemed to estab- 
lish the correctness of the assumption 
beyond possibility of doubt, and the 
verified assumption was incorporated 
in stereo-chemistry as “The Principal 
of Optical Superposition.”” The author 
now demonstrates that Guye’s and 
Walden’s experimental method was 
theoretically faulty, so that the results 
fail to serve the object of the experi- 
ments. Having thus reopened the 
question as to the correctness of Van’'t 
Hoft’s assumption, he considers it in 
the light of facts that do have a bear- 
ing on it, and comes to the conclusion 
that Van’t Hoff's principle is wrong 
and should be replaced by a new prin- 
ciple, provisionally formulated as fol- 
lows:—The rotatory power of an as- 
symmetric carbon atom depends up- 
on the composition, constitution and 
configuration of each of its four 
groups. 

“On 5-Amino-4-ketodihydroquinazo- 
line and 5-Amino-2-methyl-4-ketodihy- 
droquinazoline,” by Victor John Cham- 
bers and Marston Taylor Bogert. 

The authors prepared the above 
quinazolines by reducing the corre- 
sponding nitro compounds. Of the 5- 
amino-4-ketodihydroquinazoline, its 
hydrochloride, chlorplatinate, bibrom, 
acetyl, benzoyl and phenyluramino de- 
rivatives were investigated, as well as 
its reactions with nitrous acid, chloro- 
form and potassium hydroxide and 
with benzaldehyde. Of the 5-amino-2- 
methyl-4-ketodihydroquinazoline, be- 
side the free base, only the hydrochlo- 
ride and chloraplatinate were pre- 
pared. 

“On Phosphotungstates 
Acids,” by P. A. Levene, 

In the course of a study of the prod- 
ucts of tryptic digestion of gelatine the 
author made the observation that gly- 
eacol formed a crystalline precipitate 
on treatment with phosphotung stic 
acid. This observation led to an in- 
vestigation into the conditions re- 
quired for the formation of this phos- 
photungstate as well as for the for- 
mation of insoluble phosphotungstates 
of other acids. It was noted that in- 
soluble phosphotungstates could be 
formed with glycacol, alanin, leucine, 
glutanic and aspartic acids. Further, 
it was observed that the physical prop- 
erties and the solubilities of the phos- 
photungstates differ to such an extent 
as to make possible a separation of the 
individual acids by means of their 
phosphotungstates. 

Dr. Beatty and the author at present 
are engaged in an effort to apply the 
method to the study of the products 
of hydrolysis of proteids. While this 
work was in progress there appeared

White and Red Lead in England. 


The following memorandum has been 
issued by the White Lead Corroders’ 
Trade Section of the London Chamber 
of Commerce:— 

“The White Lead Corroders’ Section of 
the London Chamber of Commerce desires 
to call the attention of users of white 
and red leads to the steps they have 
taken in the past, and are still taking, 
to secure proper protection to the public 
as regards the quality of the white and 
red leads they may have necessity to use, 

“It has come to the knowledge of the 
section that users of white and red leads, 
especially small buyers, have been misled 
in buying as ‘Best,’ ‘Genuine’ or other 
term indicating the highest quality, a 
lead which on analysis has been found to 
be adulterated, and the section desires 
to draw attention to the fact that it is a 
distinct breach of the Merchandise Marks 
Act, 1887, to describe and sell as ‘Best,’ 
‘Genuine’ or other similar term any 
white or red lead which contains any 
adulterant such as barytes, lime or other 
foreign added matter. The penalties at- 
taching to the use of misleading terms 
under the Merchandise Marks Act are 
usually heavy, and even go so far as 
imprisonment with hard labor, so that it 
behooves every one in the trade to take 
due precautions against their offering or 
having in their possession for sale white 
or red lead which bears a misleading de- 
scription within the meaning of the act. 
In this connection the White Lead Sec- 
tion of the Chamber is prepared to ex- 
amine and report on, free of charge, any 
sample of white or red lead bought as 
‘Best,’ ‘Genuine’ or other term indicating 
of the highest quality, if a small sample 
of the same is sent to The Inspector, 
White Lead Corroders’ Trade Section, 
London Chamber of Commerce, Oxford 
Court, London, E, C. A half-pound sam- 
ple will be sufficient for the purpose of 
analysis. 

“It should be mentioned that the sec- 
tion, in its endeavors to protect the 
small user, has undertaken several cases 
in different parts of the country, under 
the Merchandise Marks Act, against 
firms selling adulterated lead as ‘Best,’ 
or ‘Genuine,’ and, with one exception, 
convictions have been obtained and heavy 
penalties inflicted. 

“In this connection the section partic- 
ularly desires to urge small dealers and 
retail shopkeepers to take care when pur- 
chasing genuine white and red lead to in- 
sist on its being marked and invoiced as 
such. This is necessary for their own 
protection, as in the event of the quality 
of the article sold by the retailer being 
challenged, he has only to produce his 
guarantee of quality, that is, the marked 
keg or the invoice, and the dealer at once 
becomes responsible and liable to prose- 
cution should the article prove other than 
of the quality guaranteed. The section 
issues this warning as it has no de- 
sire to harass the small retailer if the 
pend offender is the firm from whom he 
Uys. 

“The section will be glad to hear from 
such of our readers as are interested that 
the action it has taken meets. with 
their approval, and will always be pleased 
to answer any inquiries regarding the 
Merchandise Marks Act and its bearing 
on the white and red lead trade.”’

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE.—In re- 
sponse to weaker and lower advices 
on prices from Savannah where prices 
deciined to 63%c. bid, the local market 
became dull and neglected and prices 
for yard supplies of machine bbls. 
dropped to 664c., at which figure about 
600 bbls. changed hands, Following 
this decline, prices recovered the loss 
and holders here advanced quotations 
to 67%c. in sympathy with a rise in 
Savannah, where prices closed firm at 
64c, The rapid changes in prices at Sa- 
vannah were due to manipulative spec- 
ulations by large interests in the South 
who have been depressing values in 
order to make purchases to cover their 
short sales for delivery this month. The 
“Big Four at Savannah” are now the 
“Big Three” as a result of the with- 
drawal from the combine of a large 
London naval stores export company. 

ROSINS.—The market has been un- 
settled and prices rather depressed 
under free offerings from Savannah, 
embracing parcels for prompt ship- 
ment here at sharp concessions in prices 
under the parity of the local market. 
It is believed in some quarters here 
that speculative interests who have 
been depressing prices throughout the 
past two weeks were short of supplies 
for delivery this month and are en- 
deavoring to cover their short sales. 
The depression was noticeable particu- 
larly in the low and pale grades of 
rosins, which are reported being scarce 
at Savannah, and in some instances 
buyers here have called for deliveries 
from Savannah during the past two 
weeks, but only received a small per- 
centage of goods purchased under con- 
tracts several weeks ago. Quotations 
for goods in yard here are entirely 
nominal, showing losses of about 10@ 
25c. and the demand dragged. We hear 
of few hand sales and jobbing lots met 
with decidedly light sales. Large iron 
bound bbls., guaranteed gradings, in 
yard, are quoted nominal at $4, D at 
$4.15 and E at $4.20. Small bbls., irreg- 
ular gradings, are quoted at 20@30c. 
lower. Advices from the South note 
that in most sections the box cut is 
short while in some sections an increase 
is noted over last year’s box cut. Cost 
of labor is high and producers in most 
instances are paying $2 for box cutting, 
A scarcity of labor still hampers prog- 
ress in working the turpentine farms. 
The trade in Savannah is beginning to 
manifest some interest in futures, but 
up to the present no offers have been 
made to producers, and the latter have 
not named any price at which they 
would be willing to sell May-August 
delivery. It is the belief among factors 
that few futures will be traded in and 
that prices are hardly likely to open be- 
low 60 cents, 

TAR AND PITCH.—The demand for 
tar continues to drag and the market 
presents a very dull appearance. We 
hear of no round lots having changed 
hands and prices for oil bbls., 50 gal- 
lons, on the spot, are quoted nominal 
at $5, while lesser quantities were held 
at $5.50 or from 10@10%c. per gallon, 
Small bbls. of 25 to 29 gallons were of- 
fered freely at $2.70 per bbl. on the 
spot. Pitch shows no improvement 
and trade throughout the week has 
been quiet. The withdrawals on out- 
standing contracts were moderate and 
only small jobbing spot lots at $3.10 per 
bbl. were traded in, while round par- 
cels were held at $3.

To Enlarge the Sa'e of Cotton- 


seed Products 


Washington, Jan. 12, 1906. 


Senator Morgan, of Alabama, has intro- 
duced in the Senate a bill that will attract 
much attention throughout the cotton oil 
trade. It is designed to enlarge the sale 
of cotton and cottonseed products in for- 
eign markets by thoroughly investigating 
the conditions of productions, sale and 
consumption in the leading countries of 
the world. 

The first section of Mr. Morgan's bill 
authorizes the President to appoint a 
commission of five men ‘“‘who are familiar 
with and well informed as to the manu- 
facture and sale of cotton products, whose 
duty it shall be to carefully investigate 
the conditions of trade in cotton products 
in Asiatic, African and South American 
territories and find out to what uses cot- 
ton. products, both fiber and seed, are put, 
giving technical descriptions of their con- 
struction and preparation, the prices at 
which they are sold in countries of origin, 
methods and rules of credits and dis- 
counts, details of finishing and packing, 
custom laws and methods and cost of 
transportation from ports to interior 

oints, the relative cost of transportation 

rom this country and Europe to the prin- 

cipal foreign markets for cotton peeceets. 
the bias in favor or against American 
products and the causes of such bias, and 
all matters relating to methods and sug- 
gestions for improving and encouraging 
the cotton-products trade with the coun- 
tries mentioned in this section as, in the 
judgment of said commissioners, may be 
most advantageous in promoting the cot- 
oneegosugs trade with said foreign coun- 
ries.”’ 

The remaining sections of the measure 
provide for the administrative regulation 
of the commission as follows:— 


“Sec. 2. That it shall be the duty of the 
President of the United States to assign each 
of said commissioners, respectively, to the for- 
eign country that they are to travel and oper- 
ate in, and each of said commesioners is re- 
quired to make a report at least once in 
every three months while they are gathering 
information to the President of the United 
States, giving a full account and return of 
their investigation, condition of the markete 
and the reasonable opportunities of promot- 
ing and advancing the sale of American cot- 
ton products, and the President can require 
each of said commiesioners, or any one of 
them, to report oftener if in his discretion 
the same is advisable. 

“Sec. 3. That the terms of official service of 
each of said commissioners shall be for a pe- 
riod of two years from the date of appoint- 
ment, but the appointment of any commis- 
sioner may be revoked at any time by the 
President for good and sufficient cause, and in 
the event of a vacancy the Preeident is au- 
evises to fill the place for the unexpired 
erm. 

“Sec. 4. That the compensation of said 
commissioners shall be fixed by the President 
of the United States in such amount as he 
shall believe commensurate with the duties 
connected with said office; said commission-

be allowed actual expenses incurred about the 
discharge of their duties, including interpre- 
ters’ fees, which said expenses must be item- 
ized and sworn to and submitted to the Pres- 
ident of the United States for his approval 
or disapproval; eaid salaries and expenses to 
be paid in such manner as the President may 
direct out of any money in the Treasury of 
the United States not otherwise appropriated,” 

Very strong pressure will be brought to 
bear to secure the passage of Senator 
Morgan's bill. Not only is the cotton oil 
trade interested in extending its foreign 
markets, but the manufacturers of cotton 
fiber have long maintained that the future 
prosperity of the industry would be 
greatly enhanced through a reduction in 
the exportation of raw cotton and an in- 
crease in the foreign trade in the finished 
products. Cotton oil producers, therefore, 
will have the co-operation of a powerful 
and widely distributed industry in this 
movement to enlarge their markets 
abroad.

Chicago Fertilizer Market. 
Chicago, Jan. 11, 1906. 

The trade in fertilizer materials has been 
much the same this week as it was last week, 
and the prices show little if any change. 
The demand Is by no means strong and the 
packers are able to acclmulate some stuff. 
They are still rather indifferent to the buyers, 
as they could undoubtedly sell considerably 
more of the fertilizers if they would lower 
their prices @ trifle. The firmness in the mar- 
ket is due entirely to their holding the market 
up, and not to the demand from the makers of 
fertilizer, as the latter have yet made no 
strong call on the packers. There is com- 
paratively little contracting, probably less this 
year than there was at the same time a year 
ago. Now and then the brokers report that 
they are able to work a small! contract, but as 
the sellers and the buyers are apart in their 
views, there is little chance that the market 
will show any activity for some time, at 
least Not until the packers are convinced that 
they cannot secure the prices at which they 
mow are holding their materials. Blood has 
been a fair seller and there has been a mod- 
erate demand for the tankage of the lower 
grades. For the higher per cent. ammoniates 
there is no demand worthy of special mention. 
Blood is going to the winter wheat States and 
to the South, but the sales of tankage have 
been to the South almost exclusively. 

DRIED BLOOD.—The demand for blood from 
the winter wheat States is reported by the 
Sellers to be fair, but not so good as it was 
expected it would be or as it has been in 
past seasons. High prices are the principal 
deterrent factor in holding the demand down 
in these sections of the country, though the 
buying of blood for the Southern States has 
not yet assumed heavy enough proportions nor 
has the demand been so great as to make it a 
certainty that there would be any great 
amount of buying if the price were to be 
lowered. Some tentative propositions have 
been made by a few of the Southern buyers 
Who have about used up their old supplies, but 
little has come from them yet. Packers are 
still holding the price firm at $2.50 for Janu- 
ary, and are asking about 2%c. advance per 
unit, for evéry deferred month. 

HOOF MEAL.—The demand for hoof meal ts 
ey better than it was last week, but the 
trade is still very narrow as the packers are 
mot anxious to let go of it. They are firm 
i their views as to prices on what they now 
have, and as they are utilizing the hoofs in 
other ways, there is no danger of any accumu- 
lation of stocks. There is no meal to be had 
at less than $2.42 and some of the holders 
are asking $2.45. 

CONCENTRATED TANKAGE.—The tone of 
the trade is only fair. It is about the same as 
it was a week ago, but slightly better than 
before the holidays. The packers have been 
able to sell rather more of their holdings than 
they had anticipated, though the price is still 
high. Sales are made at §2.22% in a small 


way. 
TANKAGE.—Deman@ like that which was 
reported last week, has been chiefly for the 
lower grades of tankage, and the prices have 
been held firm. The demand for the higher 
per cent. ammoniates is not stronz at this 
time, and the prices at which the packers put 
the stuff are not proving attractive to the 
Southern buyers. Considerable of the lower 
grade tankage continues to be absorbed by the 
buyers in Ohio and the winter wheat States, 
with the South fairly active at times, but not 
buying with any regularity. If the packers 
would reduce thelr price they could no doubt 
sell more, but this they are not inclined to do. 
It is still too early for the big fellows to ex- 
pect the buyers to do much In the line of con- 
tracting, and they are therefore independent. 
Ait is likely that when the contracting season 
‘opens up in earnest there will be a lower level 
of values than the one which now prevails.

The Whaling Industry of Dundee. 


The several members of the Dundee 
whaling fleet attract an increasing atten- 
tion from year to year, by reason chiefly 
of the inherent interest which naturally 
gathers around a daring and a dangerous 
calling, but with the interest largely added 
thereto because of one unique circum- 
stance. Time was when a score of British 
ports each sent out annually one or more 
ships on the quest of the then abounding 
Greenland whale, whose outcome on the 
British markets in oil and whalebone 
proved so lucrative to those who were 
lucky enough to weather the dangers of 
the Arctic seas and at the same time fall 
in with anything of a fairish catch. Dur- 
ing the winter in the past days the round- 
bowed whale ships were features in many 
ports, laid up after the season’s toil and 
stress and waiting, Se return of spring to 
set out on the avis Strait or ast 
Greenland ‘‘adventure”’ once again, after 
renewal of equipment and a new signing- 
on of crews. Excepting Dundee alone 
(this may be stated safely enough in the 
practical sense) there is no British port 
now where anything of a whaling fleet is 
regularly docked for the winter or where 
even one single whaling ship is, as a cus- 
tom, to be seen during any part of the 
year, Dundee, through much of disap- 
pointment, owing to disasters in the Arc- 
tie seas and the increasing difficulty and

In tonnage these 
Arctic wanderers are nothing out of the 
way—two or three hundred tons at the 
biggest—but experience has taught that 
large ships undergo risks in Davis Strait 
of disaster from which the smaller and 
handier craft are comparatively free. Up- 
to-date whalers are all ‘‘steamships”’ 
nowadays, really, though it certainly 
needs the outward and visible evidence of 
the funnel to convince the unitiated that 
it is so. For otherwise the attributes 
(taking only the witness of the eye) are 
wholly those of the sailing ship order, 
and lumbering-looking sailing ships at 
that. Propellers do not show above wa- 
ter, although in place when needed, only 
more deeply immersed, perhaps, than in 
the ordinary steamship; and deep down 
inside there are furnaces and engines on 
a moderate scale. The funnel compels 
you to admit this, although the only vis- 
ible evidence. In rigging these whalers 
are mostly of the bark class, that is, 
three-masted, with yards on the fore and 
main, but none on the mizzen. This 
bark rig is of the most efficient sort, 
according to tonnage and burden, for, 
after all, these vessels are sailers much 
more than they are steamers, captain 
and crews depending on masts and sail 
furniture for getting from the home port 
out to the whaling grounds and for mak- 
ing the homeward run at the close of the 
cruise. Auxiliary only in class, the en- 
gines are found at their chief use on the 
fishing ground itself during the manoeuv- 
ring after whales, and above all in en- 
abling the -* to avoid the calamity of 
being nipped in the ice or of being in- 
econtinently frozen in towards the end of 
the season and there held fast for one or 
more winters. 

Dundee’s share of the whaling ‘‘adven- 
ture’’ for season i985 is remarkable in 
more than one respect. From this port 
in the spring of the year there sailed a 
larger fleet of whalers than for many 
years foregoing. There were eight in all 
(from Dundee) engaged on the field. 
Seven of these affected the favorite Davis 
Strait fishing grounds, the eighth trying 
fortune in Hudson’s Strait and Hudson’s 
Bay. After April three ships fell out of 
all home knowledge, and the uncertainty 
continued until November, when news of 
a stirring character arrived, In all 
twenty-two whales had been captured, 
the largest haul for the Dundee fleet in 
any one season over quite a period of 
years. Of these nineteen were taken in 
Davis Strait and three in Hudson’s Strait. 
A yield of fourteen tons of the precious 
whalebone was estimated from the gross 
catch, an estimate which, as it proved, 
was not far out of the true reckoning. 
During 194 bone to the weight of ll 
tons was got. and at that time the top 
home market value touched £2,700 per 
ton. The present value is a little below 
that. The Eclipse, Captain Milne, car- 
ried off the blue riband of the ‘‘adven- 
ture’ 1905 season with a catch of seven 
whales in all, equal to 5% tons of bone 
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and 65 tuns of oil. The Baloena fol- 
lowed with four whales, yielding 3 tons 
of bone and 50 tuns of oil; the Active 
and the Morning, each three fish; the 
Diana and Windward, two each, and 
the Scotia, one. Peterhead, the Aber- 
deenshire port, a few years ago, regularly 
sent out one or more whalers, and even 
now it possesses an uncertain connec- 
tion with the industry. At the close of 
1905 season the ketch Theodora brought 
40 tuns of oil there, in this, however, fig- 
uring as a mere carrier, her lading being 
the result of the catches made at the 
settled whaling stations on the shores of 
Cumberland Gulf.—Oil and Colorman’s 


Journal. 
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National Association of Buying 
Clubs. 


There is considerable indication of an 
early dissolution of the movement set 
on foot in this city week before last 
toward the formation by retail drug- 
gists of a national buying clubs’ asso- 
ciation, or, as some prefer to have it 
called, the ‘National Druggists’ Co- 
operative Association.” 

Among the evidences that the plan 
will not succeed is the growing senti- 
ment among retail druggists against 
the plan. It is now known that the 
Calvert Drug Co., of Baltimore, and 
the New York Consolidated Drug Co., 
of this city, both of which were former- 
ly buying clubs but now are declaring 
profits in the shape of dividends, thus 
permitting their classification by the 
N. W. D. A. as regular wholesale con- 
cerns, are decidedly not in sympathy 
with the new scheme. While the buy- 
ing club promoters did not expect ac- 
tive support from either the Calvert or 
the New York Consolidated, they did 
believe that those companies would at 
least passively indorse their scheme 
for a national association. But this in- 
dorsement is not forthcoming, the two 
companies, it is said, fearing that the 
proposed scheme will harm the work of 
the National Association of Retail 
Druggists and at the same time alien- 
ate in a measure the wholesale inter- 
ests, with whom the retailers are now, 
with the exception of the buying club 
outbreak, on far more intimate and 
harmonious terms than ever before, 

The Calvert and N. Y. Consolidated 
companies were not represented at the 
buying club’s meeting at the Hotel 
Astor, the instructions from the man- 
agement of the two companies being 
that under no circumstances were any 
of their members to be present. 
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The Washington Wholesale Drug Co., 
it is now said, will not have anything 
to do with the proposed national organ- 
ization, their several score of members 
believing it their first duty to remain 
loyal to the N, A. R. D. and that or- 
ganization’s opposition to buying clubs. 
They do not, of course, propose to 
abandon their own club, but prefer, it 
is said, to quietly avoid identifying 
themselves with any movement that 
may menace national harmony. 

Another reason that is quite promi- 
nent in keeping these three big con- 
cerns, the Washington, New York 
and Baltimore companies, out of the 
new scheme, is the belief, that there 
may have been something more than 
the animosity of the*wholesale drug 
interests against buying clubs as a 
proposition in the recent ‘cutting off” 
by several manufacturers of the Phila- 
delphia Wholesale Drug Co. and the 
Brooklyn Consolidated Drug Co., the 
two leaders in the movement for a 
national association, and that this “cut- 
ting off,’’ particularly in the case of 
the Brooklyn concern, was the inevi- 
table result of the unfair methods of 
those concerns, methods that, in the 
case of the Brooklyn Consolidated, it 
is said, were certainly not at all in 
accord with the best interests of the 
movement for proper trade conditions. 
Retailers, wholesalers and manufactur- 
ers generally, who know the facts, as- 
sert that the Brooklyn and Philadel- 
phia companies got into trouble by not 
“playing fair.’ 

So, as it stands now, three of the 
largest cooperative concerns will not 
become identified with the new plan, 
leaving three large and a few small 
cooperative companies committed to it, 
Whether the new national organiza- 
tion’s ranks will be further depleted 
through the opposition among the vari- 
ous trade and association interests re- 
mains to be seen. Should one or two 
of the larger companies now identified 
with the movement back out, the new 
National Druggists’ Cooperative Asso- 
ciation, or whatever it may be finally 
named, will be a fizzle. 

There is a general feeling of confi- 
dence among wholesalers that the ex- 
ecutive committee of the N. A. R. D. 
will rigidly maintain their stand in re- 
lation to buying clubs, which has al- 
ways been in opposition to them. A 
letter from Secretary Wooten, of the 
N. A. R. D., received in this city, ex- 
presses his great interest in the new 
scheme, and states that while he will 
not actively oppose it, yet the attitude 
of the executive committee is well 
known, which is interpreted to mean 
that his stand will not be so much in 
the line of direct resistance to the 
scheme as in adhesion to the tripartite, 
“‘square-deal-for-all” plan, which is in 
direct conflict with the buying club 
idea,

New York Druggists Ask for 


Direct Sales, 


At the annual meeting on Thursday 
night of the Metropolitan Association 
of Retail Druggists, which is the New 
York City branch of the N. A. R. D.. 
the following resolution was adopted:— 

Resolved, That we request all manu- 
facturers of proprietary remedies to mar- 
ket their goods under the Direct Contract 
and Serial Number Plan, and request 
those manufacturers who do not, to give 
all retail druggists in this city the same 
privilege of buying direct that is accorded 
to large retailers, brokers and other buy- 
ers of their products. 

This resolution was unanimously 
passed. It was a substitute for the 
original resolution recently passed by 
the Kings County Pharmaceutical So- 
ciety, and which was last Monday over- 
whelmingly turned down by the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Metropolitan As- 
sociation. The original resolution called 
for a “wide-open market,” and was felt 
to be dangerous. The substitute reso- 
jution, it was claimed by its sponsors. 
simply is a request for justice for the 
smaller retailer, to permit him to buy 
direct, and thus place him on equal 
terms with the large cutter, who buys 
direct. It was explained that the jobbers 
would be “influenced by the resolution 
to defend themselves by recontfmending 
to manufacturers the adoption of the 
direct-contract plan, under which the 
retailer is obliged to purchase through 
the jobber.”’ 

The election of officers resulted in an 
almost entirely new slate. Dr. William 
C. Anderson had given notice that he 
would refuse a renomination as presi- 
dent, and he was not renominated. He 
is president of the Brooklyn Consoli- 
dated Drug Co., a buying club, and 
temporary president of the new Na- 
tional Druggists’ Co-Operative Associa-

Jeffrey Mail Handling Machinery at 
the New Chicago Post Office, 
The new Chicago post office has been 
equipped with the latest and most up- 
to-date mail handling conveying sys-

tem ever installed in any postal sta- 
tion of the entire world. 
The machinery, consisting of convey- 





ers and elevators, was designed and in- 
stalled by the Jeffrey Manufacturing 
Co., the machinery being built in their 
shops at Columbus, Ohio. 

On the sidewalk along Dearborn 


high speed, which separates the mail 
sacks and delivers them into a 48-inch 
belt conveyer traveling at a right angle 
to the 36-inch conveyer. 

The 48-inch conveyer carries the bags 
to the foot end of the elevator and dis- 
charges automatically into the elevator 
boot. 

The elevators consist of buckets 40 
inches wide by 4 feet 6 inches long 
hung on a double strand of 24-inch pitch 
roller chain, running at a speed of 60 
feet per minute, 

These elevators take the mail bags 
and pouches as well as carriers’ satch- 
els up to the second floor of the build- 
ing and discharge same on the floor, 
where they are picked up by the trucks 
and delivered to the different sorting 
points of the distributing floor, going 
directly to the various “States.”’ 

All belt conveyers of this system are 
running on ball bearing rolls and are 
driven by chains from direct current 
electric motors. 

The elevators are geared directly to 
their motors. 

There are three independent convey- 
er systems as described above on the 
east side of the building, each consist- 
ing of 3 belt conveyers and one ele- 
vator, 

On the other side of the building the 
conveying system consists of four 
bucket elevators, which are loaded by 
hand from the mailing platform in the 
basement driveway of the building. 

Two of these elevators discharge on 
the first floor, while the other two dis- 
charge the mail on the second floor, 
These elevators consist of steel buckets 
29 inches wide by 4 feet 6 inches long 
hung on double strand of 24-inch pitch 
roller chain and are spaced four feet 
apart. 

From the tunnel system of the city 
which will bring the mail from all of 
the depots, and also a large part of the 
newspaper and commercial mail, a sep- 
arate conveyer set is now being in- 
stalled. 

This consists of a belt conveyer run- 
ning between two tracks of the under- 
ground system for 140 feet, then rising 
to a chamber over the tunnel system 
and under the driveway of the post 
office. In this chamber the bags of 
mail are automatically reloaded onto 
a five foot belt conveyer, which dis- 
charges the mail onto the receiving 
floor of the post office. The enormous 
amount of mail coming into the post 
office by the underground tunnels will 
be appreciated when the capacity of 
these conveyers is considered—this sys- 
tem must discharge at some hours of 
the day 300 bags per minute. This 
would make a pile as big as a cottage 
in five minutes, 

Another conveying system running 
from the first floor to the second floor 
consists of two inclined belt conveyers 
with steel pans riveted to the belt, dis- 
charging loose letters directly to a sort- 
ing table. These conveyers receive all 
the loose mail, packages and pouches 
delivered by the public through the let- 
ter drops and windows of the city divi- 
sion and discharge the mail on tables 
on the second floor, where it is sorted 
and distributed in the proper State 
subdivisions. 

The money order division has also 
been provided with a belt conveying 


system to carry money applications 
from the clerks’ windows to the cash- 
ier’s desk. 


This conveyer consists of a rubber 
belt with longitudinal corrugations to 
prevent the sheets of paper sticking to 





street thirteen ornamental iron mail 
boxes have been erected under which 
are hung steel weigh hoppers, in the 
basement of the building, each having 
a capacity of one ton of mail. 

The process of handling the mail on 
this side of the building is as follows:— 
Wagons containing the mail in bags, 
sacks and pouches back up to the mail 
boxes, the doors of which are opened 
from below upon a signal from the 
driver, which rings a bell and lights 
an electric lamp at the hopper to be 
weighed. 

The bags are thrown through the 
street door of the box into the weigh 
hopper. The weight of the mail is re- 
corded by a recording beam scale and 
the sacks are then dumped on a hori- 
zontal 36-inch belt conveyer running 
under the line of the mail boxes, 

This conveyer delivers the bags to 
an inclined belt conveyer running at a 


the belt; the machinery is concealed 
under the counter on which the money 
orders are made out. 
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Extraction of Oil. 


The publication in September last in 
the Reports of a process of extracting 
oil by the use of tetrachloride of car- 
bon, furnished by Consul-General Skin- 
ner, of Marseilles, attracted attention 
of interested persons in this country 
and has resulted in the reception by 
the consul-general of many inquiries. 
In reply to these Consul-General Skin- 
ner writes:— 


The publication of a report in regard 
to the extraction of oil at Marseilles by 
the use of tetrachloride of carbon, ap- 
pearing in Monthly Consular and Trade 
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Reports for September, has been followed 
by a number of inquiries addressed to me 
in regard to certain practical details. Re- 
plying to these correspondents, I have to 
Say that the process described is now in 
actual operation at the plant of Messrs. 
Jules Deiss & Co., of 40 Chemin des Char- 
treux, Marseilles, and also in one other 
local mill. Messrs, Jules Deiss & Co. have 
been in business in this city for a great 
many years, where they are well known, 
and it is intimated to me that they are 
quite willing to take up the inquiries of 
foreign correspondents as to their success, 

None of the manufacturers of oil- 
pressing and extracting machinery in 
Marseilles issue complete and illustrated 
price lists and descriptions, as is the cus- 
tom of similar manufacturers. in the 
United States. The local concerns famil- 
iar with the tetrachloride process and 
capable of submitting plans and erecting 
machinery are:—B,. & Bezer, 7 Rue 
Forbin; Et. Tetefort, 26 Rue Berard; 
Tranchand, 38-46 Boulevard des Dames. 
These firms have had actual experience 
in putting up the machinery for the tetra- 
chloride process under plans prepared by 
Mr. Emile Deiss, 3 Rue Suffren, Marseilles, 
a chemist, to whom I am indebted for most 
of my information on this subject. I have 
no doubt that Mr. Deiss himself could be 
retained professionally to supply detailed 
estimates and information, for which pur- 
pose he is entirely competent. 

The process under consideration ex- 
tracts all the oil from the raw material 
treated. In this respect it resembles the 
sulphuret of carbon process, which has 
been employed in Marseilles for years 
with great commercial success. The ob- 
jection to the sulphuret of carbon process 
is the danger of explosion and the odor 
of the resulting oil, which is only adapted 
for soap making and other industrial pur- 
poses. It is claimed for the tetrachloride 

rocess that these disadvantages are 
argely overcome. It naturally follows, 
even though the ‘process be more ex- 
pensive, that both under the head of in- 
itial installment and operating expenses 
the high-grade product overcomes this 
disadvantage. 

Oil cake treated by this process is rich- 
er, after the extraction of the oil, in am- 
monia and nitrogen. What the increase is 
I cannot say. Up to this time at Mar- 
seilles all the cake treated in this man- 
ner has been sold for agricultural pur. 

oses. Mr. Deiss tells me, however, that 

e has personally experimented with the 
product as a cattle food, sending a con- 
siderable quantity to Berne, Switzerland, 
where it was eaten without any repulsion 
whatever. For this purpose he used a 
corn cake of which there is compara- 
tively little of domestic manufacture in 
this market of any kind. The manufac- 
turers of tetrachloride of carbon, so far as 
I know, are the Societe de Produits Chi- 
miques Marseille |l’Estaque, 12 Rue Bre- 
teuil, Marseilles, and the Societe Volta, 
Lyons, Rhone: The former society fur- 
nishes the material at the present time at 
$13.51 per 220 pounds. 

The apparatus in daily use in Mar- 
seilles operates satisfactorily, but might 
not yleld equally good results if the raw 
product in use consisted of corn germs 
which contain amylaceous matter likely 
to cause the obstruction of the netting 
or bars. Some experiments with a modi- 
fied apparatus would therefore be neces- 
sary if it were desired to treat this raw 
material. The loss of tetrachloride is 
about the same per 100 kilos (220 pounds), 
as in the case of sulphuret of carbon. Mr. 
Deiss thinks that the net loss is perhaps 
a little less,

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


Saturday Noon, Jan. 13, 1906. 


The reports from the Northern petro- 
leum producing fields during the past 
week have been rather meager, but 
they indicate somewhat more activity 
in the location of wells and starting of 
development work. To what this in- 
creased search may be attributed is not 
clear, as the results of late have been 
of a discouraging nature, and no gush- 
ers have been reported which would 
stimulate field work in their vicinity. 
It is probably due to the comparatively 
mild weather, although in some sec- 
tions the roads are reported in exe- 
erable condition, causing largely in- 
creased cost in the hauling of supplies; 
in fact, in some sections development 
work has been deferred until next 
spring on that account. Fewer comple- 
tions were reported during the past 
week, and although a few good wells 
have rewarded the efforts of the drill- 
ers, the great majority of those show- 
ing oil are small pumpers, while the 
percentage of dry holes shows no im- 
provement, about one in four of the 
wells completed having proved devoid 
of oil. Several good gas wells have 
been reported, and these will go toward 
offsetting the losses by failures to find 
oil. In the Kansas and _ Territories 
fields there appears no cessation in de- 
velopment work, operators in those 
fields being greatly encouraged by the 
increasing consumption of mid-conti- 
nent oil, though stocks continue to ac- 
cumulate at an uncomfortable rate and 
the storage problem is still one to be 
reckoned with. From Texas the re- 
ports show that the production is stead- 
ily decreasing, and as the deliveries 
have been larger the prices are hard- 
ening. Latest quotations are:—Batson, 
32@35c., as to gravity; Humble, 34@38c. ; 
Saratoga, 34@35c.; Sour Lake, 32@44c., 
as to gravity; Spindle Top, 45c. 








Refined and Prodacts,. 


The demand for refined for export 
has been rather tame during the past 
week, few tank vessels having been 
on this side, but it is expected a more 
active movement will follow. The con- 
ditions in Russia are believed to be 
steadily improving, but no further re- 
liable news has been received from 
the center of the petroleum industry. 
There is little probability of an early 
resumption of shipments of refined, al- 
though English reports are to the effect 
that progress is being made in rebuild- 
ing the burned plants. The engage- 
ments for export during the past week 
amounted to less than 100,000 bbls., all 
for shipment in bulk. The price for bar- 
reled oil has remained steady at 7.60c. 
for New York loading and at 7.55c. for 
Philadelphia loading. The principal 
foreign markets are easier. The quota- 
tions to-day by cable were:—Antwerp, 
1944f.; Bremen, 6.35m.; London, 64d., 
and Liverpool, 74d. Freight rates are 
firm at 2s.@2s. 3d., hence to London, 
and at 2s.@3s. to Continental ports, as 
to port and vessel. Home trade lots 
have been in good request and are firm 
on the basis of 10c. for 150 deg. water 
white from tanks and 13c, in barrels.

The reports from the Northern petro- 
leum producing fields during the past 
week have been rather meager, but 
they indicate somewhat more activity 
in the location of wells and starting of 
development work. To what this in- 
creased search may be attributed is not 
clear, as the results of late have been 
of a discouraging nature, and no gush- 
ers have been reported which would 
stimulate field work in their vicinity. 
It is probably due to the comparatively 
mild weather, although in some sec- 
tions the roads are reported in exe- 
erable condition, causing largely in- 
creased cost in the hauling of supplies; 
in fact, in some sections development 
work has been deferred until next 
spring on that account. Fewer comple- 
tions were reported during the past 
week, and although a few good wells 
have rewarded the efforts of the drill- 
ers, the great majority of those show- 
ing oil are small pumpers, while the 
percentage of dry holes shows no im- 
provement, about one in four of the 
wells completed having proved devoid 
of oil. Several good gas wells have 
been reported, and these will go toward 
offsetting the losses by failures to find 
oil. In the Kansas and _ Territories 
fields there appears no cessation in de- 
velopment work, operators in those 
fields being greatly encouraged by the 
increasing consumption of mid-conti- 
nent oil, though stocks continue to ac- 
cumulate at an uncomfortable rate and 
the storage problem is still one to be 
reckoned with. From Texas the re- 
ports show that the production is stead- 
ily decreasing, and as the deliveries 
have been larger the prices are hard- 
ening. Latest quotations are:—Batson, 
32@35c., as to gravity; Humble, 34@38c. ; 
Saratoga, 34@35c.; Sour Lake, 32@44c., 
as to gravity; Spindle Top, 45c. 














Refined and Prodacts,. 


The demand for refined for export 
has been rather tame during the past 
week, few tank vessels having been 
on this side, but it is expected a more 
active movement will follow. The con- 
ditions in Russia are believed to be 
steadily improving, but no further re- 
liable news has been received from 
the center of the petroleum industry. 
There is little probability of an early 
resumption of shipments of refined, al- 
though English reports are to the effect 
that progress is being made in rebuild- 
ing the burned plants. The engage- 
ments for export during the past week 
amounted to less than 100,000 bblis., all 
for shipment in bulk. The price for bar- 
reled oil has remained steady at 7.60c. 
for New York loading and at 7.55c. for 
Philadelphia loading. The principal 
foreign markets are easier. The quota- 
tions to-day by cable were:—Antwerp, 
1914f.; Bremen, 6.35m.; London, 6%4d., 
and Liverpool, 7%d. Freight rates are 
firm at 2s.@2s. 3d., hence to London, 
and at 2s.@3s. to Continental ports, as 
to port and vessel.

The market is barely steady, despite 
the more encouraging turn of the pri- 
mary markets, where reports of frost 
in the producing districts are again cur- 
rent. The absence of demand is the dis- 
turbing factor on spot, and cases have 
been offered at $2.97%, with a probabil- 
ity that less could be done. In several 
quarters $3 continues the nominal quo- 
tation for cases. For broken lots the 
range extends to $3.05, while powdered 
is unhanged at $3.50@3.55, as to test 
and quantity. We have the following 
cable advices from our correspondents 
in Turkey:— : 

Smyrna, Jan. 12, 1906. 

The market is on a firmer basis at 7s. 3d.@ 
8s., owing to speculation and damage to the 
crop. Arrivals to date, 1,415 cases, against 
4,136 cases at the corresponding time last year. 

Constantinople, Jan. 12, 1906. 


There have been sales of 13 cases of soft 
goods at 9s, 8d., 5 cases of druggists’ at 7s. 10d. 
The market is steady.

Symrna, Dec. 22, 1905. 

The arrivals to date are 1,387 cases, against 
4,092 at the same period last year. Sales from 
the 16th to 22d inst. were as follows:—For 
England, 30 cases talequale Boghaditz at 7s. 
6d. per pound, f. 0. b. We have had extremely 
cold weather this week with several degrees of 
frost all over the interior. Sellers are more 
more reserved awaiting news of their interior 
clients respecting the opium plantations. It is 
generally believed that the present frost has 
done and will do a lot of damage, but as yet 
there is no authentic news on the subject. 


Quinine, 


The expectations that the market 
would yield to the material reduction 
in the Amsterdam bark unit have been 
realized, a decline: of 2c. having been 
announced on Saturday. The initiative, 
as usual was taken by the German 
makers, and the American manufac- 
turers lost no time in meeting the low 
er basis. This brings the market to 
l7c. for bulk, the lowest level of which 
we have any record since July, 1897, 
when a l5dc. basis prevailed. The sharp 
decline in bark value, as determined 
at the recent Amsterdam sale, is re- 
garded as warranting the reduction in 
quinine values. Some confidence is 
expressed, however, that the market 
may soon show a rallying tendency, if 
the reports of the combination of 
cinchona planters in Java to limit ex- 
ports of bark are confirmed by an ac- 
tual reduction in shipments. Another 
report of timely interest is that the 
Bandoeng quinine factory at Java will 
in the future make only a superfine 
quality, which, it is stated, will be fully 
up to the standard of the leading Eu- 
ropean brands and which will command 
as equally favorable prices. 'The out- 
side market was somewhat unsettled 
by the reduction in first hands, but 
there seemed to be a disposition, to 
let the new business go to makers by 
adhering to the basis of 18c. for Java 
or German, 

Miscellancous. 

ACETANILID.—The market is with- 
out recent change, but the strength of 
the raw materials and the extent of the 
demand impart a strong tendency to 
values at 23c. in bbls. and at 22%c. in 
lots of 2,000 Ibs. 

ACETONE.—We find 15%c. still open- 
ly named, but some holders quote on a 
higher level, justification for which is 
offered in the firm position of the raw 
material. 

ACID, CARBOLIC.—A leading holder 
of English acid states that he has noth- 
ing to offer below 13%%4c., a level that is 
regarded as warranted by the strength 
of the primary market, but German 
acid is available at 13c. 

ALCOHOL.—Grain alcohol shows né 
further change since the advance to 
$2.47@2.49, as to terms of sale. noted 
last week. Wood remains steady at 
70c. for 95 per cent. and at 75c. for 97 
per cent. 

ANTIMONY.—There is apparently 
nothing to justify expectations for any 
abatement of the firm position of the 
market for powdered needle, and buy- 
ers’ views seem to be fully up to those 
of holders at 9@l1lc., as to quantity. 

BALM OF GILEAD BUDS.—The 
lower tendency appears to have been 
stayed, at least for the present, recent 
sales having been made on the basis of 
38@40c. 3 
BAYBERRY WAX.—New crop wax 
is offered in several qaurters at 45c., 
but some holders continue firm at 50c. 
The production seems to have been 
limited, and little has been received on 
the market here. 

BROMIDES.—The two German con- 
ventions, one on bromine and the other 
manufacturing the finished products, 
are reported to be at odds, with little 
prospect of settling their differences. 
This condition has occasioned expecta- 
tions of a break in the schedule for 
bromides abroad, but if this is realized 
it may not affect the maintenance of 
local values, which are already said ta

be considerably below the parity of 
those in Germany. 

CANTHARIDES.—A limited quantity 
of whole Chinese flies is reported to be 
in the market at 52%c., but,55c. is gen- 
erally asked. Quotations for powdered 
Chinese show a broad range from 57c. 
to 65e., according to holder. Whole and 
powdered Russian remain on a parity 
at $1.25@1.30. 

CARNAUBA WAX.—Under an active 
consuming movement the market is 
fully sustained. The great proportion 
of the recent arrivals of new wax from 
Brazil has been disposed of, and there is 
said to be nothing more for immediate 
shipment. According to the latest re- 
ports from the producing districts, the 
crop will be late, but probably of fairly 
normal proportions. 

CASTILE SOAP.—The shortage of 
Conti’s on spot, noted last week, has 
been relieved upon the arrival of a ves- 
sel from Leghorn, but as no further ar- 
rival is expected until February a sim- 
ilar experience may be encountered in 
the meanwhile. 

CASTOR OIL.—There has been no 
further change since that reported last 
week, whereby the market was estab- 
lished at the higher level of 11@12c. for 
bbls. and 114%@12%%c. for cases. 

COCOA BUTTER.—Slightly lower re- 
sults were realized at the auctions 
abroad on Tuesday, that at Amsterdam 
resulting a unit of 65 florins, against 66 
florins at the December sale, and that 
at London resulting in one of barely 
12 9-16d., a decline of %d. from that of 
the previous auction. The Amsterdam 
offerings included 95 tons of Van Hou- 
ten and 20 tons of miscellaneous brands, 
while at London 75 tons of Cadbury 
were offered. The spot situation is 
generally steady, under light supplies, 
at 28c, for prime Dutch and German 
brands and at 29%c. for Van Houten or 
Cadbury. 

CODLIVER OIL.—Interest continues 
to centre in the developments of the 
fishing season in Norway, and some 
quotations have been received for ship- 
ments of new oil. One names 70s. for

the local trade but there is more of a 
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received by cablegram. Sales of lemon 
oil in Messina are said to have been 
made at the equivalent of 61@62c., and 
the existence of short interests there 
has contributed to the excited state of 
the market. For some grades of old 
oil on spot, 57%c. is stated to be ac- 
ceptable, but the range for the leading 
brands extends to 75c. Sweet orange 
on spot is firmly maintained at $2@ 
2.25, as to brand, quantity and seller. 
While the market for bergamot has not 
attracted the same degree of interest as 
that for the other Messina essences, 
primary values are reported to show a 
firmer tendency, but the spot situation 
is unchanged from $2.15@2.30. Our cor- 
respondent writes as follows:— 


Messina, Dec. 21, 1905. 

Confirming my last respects of the 5th inst., 
although we are now on the verge of the Christ- 
mas holidays when trade is as a rule pretty 
slack, still I have to advise a rise on lemon 
and orange, as well as a strengthening on ber- 
gamot, so everything considered it looks as if 
those firms who are trying to push prices down 
by way of speculation will not succeed. To- 
day’s prices are as follows:—Lemon, 2s. 54.@ 
2s. 6d.; sweet orange, 8s. 6d.@8s. 9d.; bergamot, 
9s. 6d.@9s, 8d., according to brands and ester 
percentage. 

The peppermint situation is assum- 
ing a more interesting position, condi- 
tions in the West being regarded as 
favoring a firmer manifestation on the 
part of holders. Mail advices report 
that stocks there are extremely light 
and may be exhausted long before any 
new oil is available. It is also stated 
that quotations in the West are likely 
to show improvement as soon as the 
holdings of one distiller who has been 
an eager seller to realize needed funds 
shall have been taken up. Weather 
conditions so far this winter are re- 
ported to be unfavorable for the roots, 
owing to the lack of snow, by which 
they are usually protected. Continued 
inquiries for export are to be noted for 
the bottled oil on spot, and for this va- 
riety the market is well sustained at 
$3.10@3.15. There is comparatively little 
call for bulk oil and the market is 
rather easy at $2.25@2.40, as to quality, 
quantity and seller. Sales of between 
2,000 and 3,000 lbs. of Western oil have 
been lately made for local require- 
ments, but the terms were not dis- 
closed. 

There is a steadier tone to the citro- 
nella market, but 34@35c. remains cur- 
rent on spot. Difficulty is being expe- 
rienced in obtaining definite offers 
from Ceylon. Of the 82 drums which 
arrived this week on the Clan McLach- 
lan, everything is reported sold for con- 
sumption, 

A genuine scarcity of natural white 
camphor oil exists on spot, although 
there have been fair arrivals of brown 
oil during the week. There is said to 
be nothing available for shipment of 
the white grade from Japan before 
August. On spot 17%@l18c. is named 
for white, but some heavy gravity oil 
is available at 10c. 

There is a good consuming movement 
in anise and cassia at steadily main- 
tained values, $1.30@1.35 for the former, 
as to test, and 80@8b5c. for the latter, of 
75@80 per cent. 

The reaction in the spice market has 
imparted an easier tone to clove oil, 
now available at 85@87%c. in cans and 
at 8744@90c. in bottles, 

Reports are current that a combina- 
tion has been formed in the Reunion 
Islands to control the supply of Bour- 
bon rose geranium, the crop of which, 
now in the process of distillation, is 
said to be below the average. 

With the advance of the raw material 
in Japan, there is said to be justification 
for a higher basis for artificial sassa- 
fras oil on spot. 


Flowers. 


Holders of the limited spot stocks 
of American saffron are now able to 
command $1.20, and sales have been 
made at this price. Other varieties of 
saffron are without feature, but the 
market is sustained at $7.75@8.25 for 
Valencia and $5@6 for Alicante. 

Some old Roman chamomile flowers 
are obtainable at 16c., but buyers’ in- 
terest is more actively manifested in 
new goods, which are held at 19@22c. 

Arnica flowers are finding an ave- 
rage consuming outlet, with values 
fully sustained at 9@10c.

Gums, 


American refined camphor is again 
higher, an advance of 3c. on Tuesday 
bringing the market to 91c. in bbls. and 
91%c. in cases. This is within 2c. of the 
record level reached in March, 1904, af- 
ter a series of sharp advances, from 
which point values broke suddenly to 
85c. The late rise was generally ex- 
pected, and there are predictions that 
the upward course of the market has 
not spent its force, as no relief is evi- 
denced from the stringency over crude, 
The high range of current values is re- 
flected upon the state of the demand, 

A lot of 275 boxes of Curacao aloes 
has been received, but it is without per- 
ceptible influence on the stability of 
values at 64%@6%c. What is unsold of 
this lot is held by first hands at a 
limit that would seem fully to warrant 
the current basis. While local require- 
ments are not believed to have been 
covered, buyers are inclined to put their 
faith more in the prospect of early sup- 
plies from the new crop, but indications 
are suggestive rather of a late crop 
this year. 

Less favorable reports of the crop 
conditions in Mexico have contributed 
to a firmer feeling in some quarters for 
chicle, but quotations show no varia- 
tion from 35@38c. for prime Mexican 
gum, 

For prime gamboge pipe nothing is 
available below 85c. and up to 90c. is 
now being named by some holders. Ac- 
cording to our London correspondent, 
there were no arrivals there during De- 
cember, and the stocks on the last day 
of the month consisted of 5 bags. There 
is said to be nothing obtainable in 
Singapore. 


Herbs and Leaves. 


New crop offers of short buchu have 
been received from the primary market, 
and they indicate an advance that 
would bring the cost of prime green 
leaves here to l6c., at which figure 
there are some lots available on spot. 

An advancing market is believed to 
be warranted for belladonna, owing to 
the lightness of supplies in all quar- 
ters. Several holders are maintaining a 
firmer stand at 10@lic., but 9c. is yet 
acceptable. 

The sustained tendency of Alexandria 
senna abroad and the steady move- 
ment on spot impart a firm tone to 
values at 5%@6*c. for siftings and at 
9%@l11c. for half leaf. 

The lightness of available stocks of 
Prince’s pine holds the market firmly 
to the basis of 14@1é6c. 

Roots, 

Squill root is again a prominent fea- 
ture of the market, and the outlook 
seems to be decidedly favorable to 
holders. 
lbs. have been made within the last few 
days at 10c., and later transactions 
have established the market at 12@1l5ic. 
Spot stocks are light and closely held. 
The primary markets are said to be 


practically depleted and the new crop 
is not due until July. The situation is 


strengthened further by the fact that 
this is the season of active consump- 
tion. 

An improving tendency is also await- 
ed in belladonna, since a new use has 
been found for the root in the manu- 
facture of an anaesthetic. Supplies are 
generally light and in some quarters a 
firmer basis is maintained at 11@12c., 
but limited quantities are in evidence 
at 10c. 

The more favorable turn of the mar- 
kets abroad for orris root has induced 
some local holders to withdraw from 
the market in anticipation of more ad- 
vantageous values. There is no change 
to note in listed quotations, 

Reports have been received indicat- 
ing the higher tendency for new crop 
rhubarb, and the tone of the market 
is firmer at 19@20c. for high dried. 


Burdock continues very strong at 12 | 


@13c., and sales have been made at the 
inside figure. 

A late sale of Cartagena ipecac is 
reported from first hands at an ad- 
vance of 10c. over the previous trans- 
action, but local quotations remain un- 
changed from $1.75@1.80 for either Rio 
or Cartagena.

Shellac, 


There has been no material change 
on spot during the week, and the mar- 
ket is apparently on a steady basis.

London, 
on the other hand, was said to be firm- 
‘ly sustained. According to our London 
correspondent’s advices, the arrivals 
there during December amounted to 
2,717 cases, while the deliveries reached 
a total of 3,797 cases. The stock on 
hand in London on December 31 was 
21,341 cases, against 43,085 and 17,347 
cases at the corresponding time in 1904 
and 1903, respectively. The world’s 
consumption of shellac during the year 
from November, 1904, to November, 
1905, is placed at 170,000 cases, probably 
one-half of which was absorbed in this 
country. T. N. on spot is obtainable 
at 42c., but a leading holder is main- 
taining 45c., which he believes is war- 

f ranted by the general lightness of 
available stocks. Fine orange marks 
are firm at 46@50c. 


Spices. 


The tendency of cloves seems to be 
easier, a condition that buyers are tak- 
ing advantage of by remaining out of 
the market. . Heavier arrivals are ex- 
pected of the new crop at Zanzibar, as 
it is believed that the crop has proved 
larger than is indicated by the extent 
of the arrivals to the end of December. 
The receipts from August to January 
amount to 21,700 bales, against 90,300 
bales for the corresponding period last 
year. As the production is estimated 
at approximately 50,000 bales, it would 
seem that the receipts should be aug- 
mented before long. It is stated that 
shipment has been offered at 12%c., 
while the spot basis is easier at 13% 
@14c. 

A feature of the pepper market is the 
advance in exchange all through the 
East, bringing shippers to a more re- 
served stand and contributing a firmer 
tone to the spot situation, especially 
as the demand shows increasing pro- 
portions.

Owing to the holidays considerable interrup- 
tion to business has been caused on Mincing 
Lane; however, since Thursday a few trans- 
actions have already taken place, and as soon 
as the markets are reopened in full and the 
trade has done stocktaking more orders will 
no doubt be forthcoming. Quinine is quiet, 
but steady. Spot shellac is scarcely moving, 
but futures are dearer. Refined Japan cam- 
phor is quiet but firm. Essential oils are in- 
active and menthol is steady at unchanged 
rates. All other articles show no alteration. 

Quinine is very quiet, and no business is 
reported, the value of the best German makes 
in second hands being nominal at 8%d. spot. 
The market closes with buyers at 84d. spot 
and at 8%d. sellers, but no business has been 
done as yet. 

Shellac.—Business on the spot has been of 
the smallest possible character, prices, how- 
ever, have remained steady. Fair T. N. 
orange is quoted at 179s. per cwt., all other 
qualities, including fine, are neglected. A. C. 
garnet is slow at 190s. and G. A, L. at 170s. 
Buttons are also slow at previous rates, but 
T. N. futures have been in better demand and 
business done at 181s. for December delivery, 
at 184s. for March and at 185s, for May. 

Refined Japan camphor, in % and 1-oz. tab- 
lets, is quiet but firm at 3s. 3d. spot, and Eng- 
lish bells remain unaltered at 3s. 8d. per Ib. 
Old Spanish ergot is offered at 2s. spot. Es- 
sential oils have been very quiet, but prices 
are without quotable change. The unsold lots 
of gum asafoetida on the market are still too 
highly limited and nothing has been moved 
lately in consequence.

The Drying Process of Linseed Oil 


and the Action of Siccatives. 


It is a familiar fact that a thin layer 
of linseed oil dries, in the air, to a firm, 
elastic coating; and for this reason it 
is largely used for application to sur- 
faces, after the manner of paint. In 1903, 
3,310,050 d. cent. flaxseed were imported into 
Germany, at a value of 66,632,000 marks. 
In addition to this there were received 
66,415 d. cent. of linseed oil; the quantities 
of the oil used in soap manufacture, are 
of course, included in these figures. 

Little study has been given to the dry- 
ing process of linseed oil; the first per- 
son to investigate it thoroughly and 
ocentSoony was Mulder, of Holland, 
who published a work on the subject in 
1864. In regard to the changes which 
take place in drying, he is of opinion that 
during the process the glycerine is first 
split off, being changed by oxidation first 
to acrylic (and glyceric?) acid, then to 
fermic and acetic acids, and finally to 
carbonic acid and water. Linoleic oil, 
the principal constituent of linseed oil, 
to which Mulder gives the formula Cgg 
HysOg (old style) is first changed into 
the anhydride, all O, and this is oxi- 
dized to linoxin saat s3. The latter is 
the real basis of ali linseed oil colors, and 
forms, according to Mulder, a white, neu- 
tral mass, in consistency like leather or 
gutta-percha, insoluble in water, alcohol 
or ether. The other fatty acids contained 
in linseed oil—oleic, palmitic, and myristic 
—have no part at first in the dryi 
process, but make the coating soft aad 
elastic. They are finally oxidized into 
volatile substances, and this marks the 
beginning of the destruction of the coat- 
ing. It begins to crumble, and is at last 
wholly destroyed by the complete oxida- 
tion of the linoxin also. The free linoleic 
acid, coming out to the air in a thin 
layer, is also changed into linoxin by long 
exposure. An intermediate product here, 
which retains its adhesiveness for a long 
time, is a hydrate of the white linoxic 
acid, Cs2HesO.. containing 61.0 per cent. 
of carbon, 

Hazura, (Monatshefte fur Chemie, 1886, 
637; 1887, 200); declares the chief constituent 
of linseed oil to be linolenic or isolinolenic 
acid, CysHsO2; he says that linseed oil 
contains, beside the oleic acid, CisHgOxs, 
an unsaturated fatty acid, linolic acid, 
CisHes' Also that linseed oil dries 
better the higher its lodine value. From 
the experiments undertaken with Bauer 











Osonatebette fur Chemie, 1888, 459) Hazura 
raws the following conclusions. In dry- 
ing, the oxidation begins with the glycer- 
ine; the acid value is _ increased 
at first, probably from the splitting up 
of the combination of glycerine with 
oleic, —* and myristic acids; on the 
other hand, the linolenic and linolic acids 
take in oxygen, in the form of their 
glycerides, and are changed into oxylin- 
olein, a substance insoluble in ether, 
which, however, doés not seem to be the 
final product of oxidation, hydroxyl 
groups being afterwards formed. The 
final product of linolenic acid is probably 
penta oxylinolenic acid, CisHg(OH)2Os, 
which is estimated to contain 60.3 per 
cent, of carbon. The adhesive products 
of the oxidation of the free linoleic acid 
are not changed into oxylinolein, but into 
solid or stable anhydrides, insoluble in 
ether, which, heated with alkalies, return 
to soluble acids. The change takes place 
vere slowly, being a matter of years at 
ordinary temperature; at 80 degs. C. it is 
more rapid. The oleic acid, whose oxida- 
tion yields no stable or solid products, has 
no part in the drying process. 

Kissling (Zeitschrift fur angew, Chemie, 
1891, 396) shows that the taking up or 
absorption of the oxygen by the linseed 
oil is really a chemical process, unaided 
by the action of bacteria. Fahrion 
(Zeithschrift fur angew. Chemie, 1891, 
540; 1892, 171) found in the fatty acids 
separated from oxidized linseed oil two 
substances separable by means of petro- 
leum ether, one soluble, the other insol- 
uble, dark, stable, and containing more 
oxygen. The ‘“oxy-acids,” soluble in pe- 
troleum ether, he says, are mixtures of 
different stages of oxidation, and their 
solubility diminishes in oy as the 
oxygen increases; on the other hand, the 
solubility of their barium salts in water 
is increased. From his elemental analysis, 
Fahrion concluded that a hexaoxy- 
linolenic acid, CisHgOs, may be called 
the final product of oxidation, instead of 
the pentaoxylinolenic acid. Linseed oil, 
completely dried, contains, even after 
saponification, a considerable quantity of 
fatty acids, which, the same as their 
glycerides, become insoluble in ether or 
petroleum ether, during the drying of the 
oil. This, as well as the thickening of 
the oil by the simple process of boiling 
without access of air, is explained by 
polymerization. 

ulder tested the change in weight in 
the drying process, he found an average 
increase of 11 per cent. But he used too 
thick a stratum, and weighed already af- 
ter about four months; and he says him- 
self that the figure of 11 per cent. is too 
low, because certain volatile substances, 
such as water, carbonic acid, and formic 
and acetic acids, pass away in the oxida- 
tion. Mulder’s tables were thoroughly 
tested by Weger and Lippert, (Zeitschrift 

fur angew. Chemie, 1898, 412; 1899, 513; 1900, 

133; 1908, 365) and they came to the con- 

clusion that the thickness of the stratum 

should not be much more than 1 milll- 

gramme upon 1 square centimetre. Ac- 

cording to Weger’s statements, there is 
at first a slow. then a rapid increase in 
weight, and another slow increase up to 
the maximum; this remains stationary 
for a while, and then the wees begins 
to decrease. The important thing is to 
get hold of the maximum. Lippert found 
for a pure linseed oil, after seven days, 
the oxygen value (increase of weight in 
per cent.) to be 12, 15, but he did not 
weigh on the fifth and six days. Weger, 
in from three to eight days’ time, ob- 
tained 16.8-20.2 and found the average of 
many tests to be 18.0. He concludes from 

Mulder’s experiments that an increase of 

18 per cent. in weight corresponds to a 

loss of 25.7 re cent. in volatile sub- 

stances, of which about 7.7 per cent. are 
carbon and hydrogen. The total amount 
of oxygen absorbed is 25.7 per cent. ex- 
actly double the quantity estimated from 
the iodine value, of the linseed oil (204, 
according to Hazura), under the presump- 
tion that one atom of iodine corresponds 
to one atom of oxygen. It follows that 
for every double combination two atoms 
of oxygen are added, and that a hexaoxy- 
linolenic acid, CisHgOs, is the final 
product of oxidation. But Weger says 

that the above calculations have only a 

limited value, and this is confirmed by 

Fahrion. 

R. Henriques, in 1898, made experiments 
in regard to the autoxidation of linseed 
oil, Engler and Weissberg, in their work 
entitled ‘‘Kritische Studen uber die Vor- 
gange von Autoxidation,”’ 1904, collected 
all existing data upon this subject, and 
considered them critically and from a 
uniform point of view. Fahrion, with the 
aid of this publication, examined the dry- 
ing process, to see whether the experi- 
mental evidence at hand warranted the 
belief that the drying is a process of 
autoxidation. If we assume that the un- 
saturated acids and esters are analogous 
to the unsaturated hydro carbons, as, for 
example turpentine oil, their autoxidation 
would take place, according to the fol- 
lowing formula:—

According to Bauer and Hazura, 
starting products for the drying process 
are the triglyceride of linolenic acid, 
Cs7Ho2O4, and the triglyceride of linolic 
acid, CsrFI9n06; the former has 9, the 
latter 6 pairs of doubly combined carbon 
atoms. If we put these figures in the 
place of m in the above equation, and 
assume n to be equal to 1, we have for 
te drying process the following equa- 

ons:—

According to this, linoxin, 

linolein, is a mixture of the triglycer- 

ides of hexaoxylinolenic and tetraoxy- 
linolic acids, a supposition which is con- 
firmed by the figures of Mulder’s ele- 
mental analysis. 

Fahrion, pursuing his investigations In 
connection with the work of Engler an 
Weissberg, enters upon the subject of the 
oxidation of turpentine oil, but his pure- 
ly scientific explanations on this point 
would scarcely be of interest here. 

The second part of his investigations 
is concerned with the action of driers or 
siccatives. In practical work, several 
coatings of linseed oil are usually needed, 
to attain sufficient thickness and strength 
of the stratum, and these coatings should 
be applied in as rapid succession as pos- 
sible. As, however, the drying process 
requires at least three days, pure lin- 
seed oil is not used, but a linseed oil 
varnish, which will dry in twenty-four 
hours. For this purpose, driers, or sicca- 
tives. are mixed, cold or warm, with the 
oil, These are, especially, the oxides and 
salts of lead and manganese, with or- 
ganic and inorganic acids. The quality 
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of the coat is not improved by these ad- 
ditions. Weer says expressly that pure 
linseed oil, free from slime, gives the 
best and most durable coating, and that 
it is advisable in the manufacture of 
varnishes to reduce as far as_ possible 
the chances of chemical action by _ heat- 
ing or treatment with chemicals, in or- 
der to keep the good qualities of the 
oil unchanged. The saving of time is 
thus at the expense of quality. Mulder 
already explained the effect of manganous 
borate as a drier, by the fact that it 
draws oxygen out of the air and gives 
it up again to the glycerine and the anhy- 
drate of linoleic acid. In the case of red 
lead, he assumes. that 
2PbO+PbO., and gives up its available 
oxygen to the linseed oil. Litharge, he 
says, only transmits oxygen when lin- 
seed oil is boiled with it. The oxygen {s 
then drawn out of the air and transferred 
to the oil. Weger attributes the more 
rapid drying with siccatives to the cata- 
lytic action of the lead or manganese 
compounds dissplved in the oil. He tried 
to use as siccatives organic substances 
inclined to ready oxidation and deoxida- 
tion, for example, quinone and hydro- 
quinone, but with little result. He ex- 
presses surprise that only the compounds 
of lead and manganese, which are chem- 
ically dissimilar, can act as driers. Ac- 
cording to Engler’s theory of autoxida 
tion (substances which are autoxidized 
are also often spontaneously polymerized, 
in consequence of continuous saturation 
of free valences), this action is easily 
explained. Lead and manganese readily 
pass over into peroxides, and the dry- 
ing of varnishes is then nothing but a 
ease of autoxycatalysis. If the action of 
the drying agents is merely catalytic. 
then the metallic constituents must not 
have a _ stoicheiometric relation to the 
amount of the products of oxidation 
formed. According to Weger, the drying 
power of manganese varnishes increases 
with the amount of siccatives, up to a 
certain point, that is, up to O.2 per cent, 
manganese, not beyond. With lead and 
manganese varnishes, with the propor- 
tion of lead to manganese as 1.5, the high- 
est figure is O.6 per cent. of metal. These 
figures, as well as the oxygen values of 
Lippert and Weger, for varnishes—12.7- 
17.0, and 13.3-17.6, respectively, favor the 
assertion that the siccatives have no part 
in the actual reaction, but only hasten it. 

The autoxycatalysis, according to Eng- 
ler and Weissberg, may be molecular or 
hemimolecular (atomistic): in the former 
ease the siccatives are to be considered 
autoxidizers (catalyzers), and the linseed 
oil acceptor, and the transference of the 
oxygen takes place atomically. But 
there are some reasons for believing that 
the drying of varnish is a molecular 
autoxycatalysis, or an indirect autoxida- 
tion; in this case the siccatives would 
be only pseudooxidizers, which add hy- 
droxyl groups and thus are the cause of 
the formation of a secondary autoxidizer. 
The latter takes up molecular oxygen and 
passes into a hydroxide, which is finally 
changed, with water, into a metallic hy- 
droxide. and hydrogen peroxide. The 
real oxidizing agent, then, in the molecu- 
lar autoxycatalysis, is the hydrogen per- 
oxide, which changes the linolenic and 
linolie acids, secondarily, into their per 
oxides. The high oxygen values of var- 
nishes are in agreement with this idea; 
the indirect autoxidation proceeds also 
more rapidily than the direct, and the 
former is aided by the presence of water, 
acids and glycerine, all which substances 
are freed in the drying process. Similar 
action of manganous oxide is familiar In 
other processes, as in the Weldon process 
and in living organisms. According to 
Lippert, siccatives containing both lead 
and manganese are more effective than 
when either of these substances alone is 
present. Schonlein found that lead, in 
the form of its amalgam with water and 
dilute acids, develops more hydrogen 
peroxide than by _ itself. 

According to Fahrion, the results of 
experiment do not give an entirely satis- 
factory explanation of the drying process, 
in the light of Engler’s theory of autox!- 
dation, and are valuable only as a basis 
for further Investigation. The drying of 
lacquers, like that of other varnishes, 
certainly depends upon _ autoxidation. 
These contain, instead of unsaturated 
fatty acids, mainly unsaturated resinous 
acids, which, in a thin stratum, as Weger 
has shown in the case of colophony 
(rosin), Damar gum and copal, eagerly 
absorb or take up oxygen. ahrion, fol- 
lowing the methods of his experiments 
with linseed oil, obtained the same re- 
sults with ordinary powdered colopony 
and with the same oxidized, that Is, after 
long exposure to the air. In regard to 
copal, it seems to have been long known 
that hydrogen peroxide is formed upon 
its surface when it is brought into con- 
tact with steam. Turpentine oil, so much 
used in the manufacture of varnishes, is 
likewise a typical substance for the au- 
toxidation of unsaturated hydro carbons.

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The Study of Shellac. 


it acts as 


Two interesting papers on “Shellac” 
were read at a recent meeting of the 
Pharmaceutical Society, one- by Sir 


George Watt, the reporter on economic 
products to the Government of India, and 
the other by Mr. J. C. Umney. That by 
Sir George Watt, although long and very 
interesting, dealt with an aspect of shel- 
lac that renders only a short note on his 
work necessary for our readers. He de- 
scribed in detai] the manner of collecting 
and manufacturing the lac, and made 
several practical suggestions for improve- 
ments in the industry. The two principal 
of these were, that as collection after the 
insects have swarmed yields better results 
than an earlier collection, it would be 
preferable to change the time of collec- 
tion, urging that an adherence to ol 
traditions was the only reason that the 
change was not already made. He fur- 
ther proposed that the so-called Albino 
type of insects, which yields an almost 
colorless lac, ought to be cultivated and 
developed. He discussed the question as 
to whether the quality of the lac depended 
entirely on the nature of the tree on 
which the insects lived, or partly on the 
fact that there were very numerous types 
of the shellac insect. Incidentally he said 
that the British Museum had no speci- 
mens of the lac inseet, which caused the 
curator to at once go to the Pharmaceu- 
tical Society’s museum and bring out a 
good specimen of the insect from their 
own museum. The lecture concluded with 
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an interesting demonstration of the meth- 
ods of lac turnery, a number of very in- 
teresting specimens of this art being 
shown to the audience. The lecturer drew 
attention to the enormous use of yellow 
sulphide of arsenic present in many 
grades of shellac, stating that the women 
and children handled the arsenic with the 
greatest impunity, the children using it 
as a plaything, but he had never seen nor 
heard of a case of any ill effects following 
its use. 

From our point of view, however, tne 
more interesting paper was that by Mr. 
. C. Umney, who dealt with the chem- 
istry and analysis of shellac. The main 
point of the paper was that Mr. Umney 
has carried out a long series of experi- 
ments on the lines indicated by Mr. E. J. 
Parry for the analysis of shellac, and at 
the same time has repeated the experi- 
ments of Mr. Langmuir, which we pub- 
lished in full at the time they appeared, 
and has come to the conclusion that 
Parry’s process is far more constant an@ 
aceurate than Langmuir’s. He showed 
a series of lacs of various types, illustrat- 
ing the various grades used in different 
manufactures, and illustrated their mar- 
ket values. A point of some interest was 
brought out in that the very fine orange 
shellacs were stated to be very little used 
on this market, on account of their high 
values, the bulk of this grade going to the 
United States and France. Umney drew 
attention to the statement by Hooper that 
an experienced dealer will know the odor 
of rosin in adulterated samples by break- 
ing them in the palm of his hand and 
smelling them. He agrees with Parry 
that this is not so. He drew attention to 
Tsehirch’s latest work on the chemistry 
of shellac, stating that the following con- 
stituents had been identified:— 

Lacin:—A pigment, in proportions up te 
6 per cent. 

zaccanic Acid:—Body closely resembling 
the coloring matter of cochineal. 
Rosins:—From 70 to 8 per cent., of 
which 65 per cent. is insoluble in ether, 
probably ester of aleuritic acid and resino- 
tannol; and 35 per cent. soluble in ether, 
including a yellowing coloring matter 
termed erytrolaccin. 

He also confirmed the presence, already 
well established, of arsenic in some of the 
pale orange lacs. He draws attention to 
the unsatisfactory value of such a color 
test as the Stork-Morawski reaction for 
common rosin, which will give only a 
doubtful indication with 7 per cent. of 
rosin, but approves of the copper acetate 
test devised by Parry, which consists of 
dissolving the sample in alcohol,- pouring 
into water and collecting the precipitate 
on a filter paper, drying and then rubbing 
for ten minutes in a mortar with petro- 
leum ether. In the presence of even small 
quantities of rosin the petroleum ether 
extract will be colored pale emerald green 
when shaken with a dilute aqueous solu- 
tion of copper acetate. This test is not 
an empirical one, but depends on the fact 
that the copper salts in rosin acids are 
soluble, while the salts of shellac acid are 
insoluble in the ether. 

Umney then dismisses any  specifie 
gravity test as useless, as the specific 
gravities of the two rosins are too near 
to allow of any useful differentiation to 
be made. The question of solubility is 
also discussed, and he agrees with modern 
publications that nothing more than rough 
indication of the presence of rosin can 
be got by the use of solvents, and then 
only by means of petroleum ether. He 
states that it is obvious that the varying 
proportions present in a mixture of the 
two substances would affect the solubility 
of the one carrying more or less of the 
other into solution. 

Passing on to the more purely chemical 
tests he agrees in every respest with 
Parry’s figures for the acid and ester 
values of shellac and rosin. He also 
agrees that no very sharp readings can 
be obtained from these determinations, 
but that they form very useful confirma- 
tions of the more accurate iodine values 
In regard to the iodine process, the author 
states as follows:—‘‘Parry’s iodine values 
were obtained by using Hubl’s_ solution, 
and allowing absorption for 18 hours: 
whereas Langmuir’s were obtained by 
using Wii's solution, which gives con- 
siderably higher figures. The most con- 
stant figures are unquestionably those 
furnished by Parry’s (Hubl’s solution) 
method. As a result of my analyses I 
would submit that the figure 10 as a 
standard iodine value upon which the 
calculation for rosin percentage should be 
based is a very fair one. This is the 
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figure (9 to 10) already fixed and used 
regularly by Parry.” 

The paper terminated with a table of 
analyses of a number of samples, and 
short description of the process of bleach- 
ing shellac. 

In the course of the discussion follow- 


ing, Mr. E. J. Parry strongly deprecated 
the use of secret processes for analytical 
work, and pointed out that several ana- 
lysts used such secret processes for shel- 
lac, and thus prevented the accuracy of 
their methods being examined, which 
caused considerable trouble in the case of 
discordant ong by two analysts. But, 
fortunately, this was of less importance 
than it used to be, for since he first pub- 
lished his method for the analysis of shel- 
lac, Langmuir had, although differing in 
detail, amply confirmed his own work in 
rinciple, and he was pleased that now 

r. Umney had repeated both sets of ex- 
eriments, and had wngua Shediy con- 
rmed his own process, which was avail- 
able as the most reliable and constant for 
shellac analysis. After briefly criticising 
the various methods deait with by Mr. 
Umney, he drew attention to another pro- 
cess for the estimation of rosin in shellac 
which he had devised, and which, in cases 
where there was much rosin present, 
yielded yee good results, and which con- 
sisted in the difference in solubilities of 
the silver salts of the two sets of acids 
im ether. If the sample is dissolved in 
alcohol, carefully neutralized with alco- 
holic potash, and then poured into a large 
volume of water, and a solution of silver 
nitrate added, the silver salts of the 
shellac and of the rosin acids are preeipt- 
tated. The whole is now well extracted 
with ether twice, and the ether separated. 
It will be found to have dissolved the 
silver salts of the rosin acids, and left 
those of the shellac acids intact. The 
ethereal solution is treated with hydro- 
chloric acid, and the silver chloride sep- 
arated by filtration, and the ether washed 
with water and evaporated, leaving the 
rosin in a state of purity which can then 


be weighed.—Oil and Colorman’s Journal. 
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INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES. 


General trade conditions showed 
steady improvement during the past 
week, although stock-taking in many 
instances has not been completed. 
The reports from the principal trans- 
portation companies are to the ef- 
fect that the volume of miscellane- 
ous freight has increased during the 
the past week and has been heavier 
than at the corresponding period 
last year. The large additions made 
to the rolling stock of the railways, 
it is claimed, will prevent freight 
congestion hereafter. In the lines of 
trade represented by the Reporter the 
demand for chemicals, both for prompt 
and forward shipment, has shown 
steady increase and an active move- 
ment is expected to follow. There has 
been a steady increase in the demand 
for drugs, and most concerns anticipate 
an active season. There has been a 
fair demand for dyestuffs, buying hav- 
ing increased gradually since the open- 
ing of the year. The demand for paints 
has been light, stock-taking being still 
in progress, though consumption ap- 
pears to be larger than usual at this 
season of the year. Oils have been in 
light request. In seed and mineral oils 
the movement has been seasonable, but 
animal and fish oils have been quiet. 
The industrial situation continues sat- 
isfactory, barring the disturbed labor 
situation. The activity in the building 
trades continues, but labor troubles 
have become somewhat troublesome 
and several new strikes have been re- 
ported. The reports from the metal 
trades are to the effect that the active 
demand for all products continues, The 
reports from the textile industry have 
continued satisfactory. Manufacturers 
of all classes of machinery continue to 
report a good demand for their products 
and the outlook is regarded as favor- 
able. The labor situation has shown no 
improvement. Some new strikes have 
been reported during the past week and 
some of those already reported have 
become troublesome. In this city the 
strike of the printers for an eight hour 
day is still in force and both sides 
claim to be gaining, but fewer employ- 
ers are now holding out against the 
eight hour demand. In the building 
trades several minor strikes have been 
reported, the prospects being that ex- 
tensive strikes may follow. The great 
agricultural staples have shown only 
moderate variations during the past 
week, with no decided movement in 
either direction. Wheat opened on 
Monday at 92c., and was fairly steady. 
The range for the week for May de- 
livery was 91%@92\4c., with the close 
on Friday at 92%c. Corn started the 
week at 50%c. and was unusually steady 
throughout the week. The range for 
the week for May delivery was 50%@ 
5l%c., with the close on Friday at. 5lc. 
Oats have continued steady throughout 
the week at 37c. Cotton developed 
weakness, while the variations were of 
moderate extent. The range for the 
week for May delivery was 11.44@11.78c., 
with the close on Friday at 11.50c. Lard 
was unusually steady, but closed easy. 
The range for the week at Chicago 
for May delivery was 7.6244@7.77\4c., 
with the close on Friday at 7.65c. 
The market for time money was easier. 
The demand was good, and the supply 
was ample. Rates at the close were 
5% per cent. for thirty to sixty days, 5% 
@5% per cent. for ninety days, 5% per 
cent. for four months, and 5@5% per 
cent, for longer periods. Money on call 
at the Stock Exchange ranged from 3@8 
per cent., with the bulk of the loans 
made at 5@6 per cent. The average 
rate was 6 per cent. The closing rate 
on Friday was 4 per cent. Mercantile 
paper has been im increasing supply 
during the past week, with the demand 
larger, and rates were steady. Rates 
at the close were 5@5% per cent. for 
sixty to ninety days’ indorsements, 54@ 
5% per cent. for choice single names 
having four to six months to run, and 
6@6% per cent. for other grades. The 
price of bar silver has advanced daily, 
but declined toward the close and 
closed weak on Friday at 654@66%c. 
for commercial bars, and 6554@67%c. for 
government assay bars, showing an ad- 
vance of 1c, over the closing prices of 
last week. Mexican dollars closed at 
50%c. bid and 52c. asked. The market 
for sterling exchange advanced sharply 
on Monday, then varied daily and 
closed quiet and steady on Friday. 
Rates for actual business at the close 
were 4.83% for sixty days, 4.86% for de- 
mand and 4.87 for cables. The supply 
of grain and cotton bills was moderate, 
while the demand was fair. Rates at 
the close were 4.82144@4.83%. The Indus. 
trials have been fairly active during the 
past week, more interest being shown 
in this class of securities, Sugar lead- 
ing the list, the transactions amount- 
ing to double those in any of the other 
Industrials. There was very little néws 
and no developments to affect this class 
of securities, but prices developed 
weakness under liberal offerings, the 
only prominent exception being Cotton 
Oil, which scored a gain. The general 
list of securities dealt in on the Stock 
Exchange showed frequent changes, al- 
ternately advancing and declining, 
while trading was active throughout 
the week.

Decrease of the Galician Petro- 


leum Production? 


Just at the time when the exceedingly 
rich disclosure of a new oil field in Tus- 
tanowice, near Boryslaw, points to a fresh 
increase of our oj] production rumors of 
a decrease of the Galician earth oil pro- 
duction arise and are spread about and, 
in connection therewith, rumors of an 
exhaustion of the Galician oil fields. In 
a time when the struggling petroleum in- 
dustry can of itself weaken such false 
rumors by the force of facts there is no 
danger therein, nevertheless false reports 
are qualified to mislead public opinion re- 
lative to the true conditionof our oil fields, 
even if only momentarily, so that we con- 
sider it our duty to bring forth the actual 
facts of the matter. 

The reports originated, so far as their 
source can be pursued, from the circum- 
stance that the production of the Car- 
pathian Stock Company has recently de- 
creased. Since this company is one of 
the most important of the Galician petro- 
leum production companies and its stocks 
are quoted on the Exchange, it stands 
in the foreground of interest and experi- 
ences precedence in public comment, 
which one is not easily disposed to confer 
upon the totality of the Galician petro- 
leum industry, eapeesey as with us 
quoted naphtha values are less obvious 
on the Exchange. So it was in the case 
in question, and we are not hampered in 
bringing the proof therefor. In the Rou- 
manian paper Reporterul Petroleului we 
find a nominal correspondence from Lem- 
berg in which we read, with great as- 
tonishment, the following reports:— 

“During these last days the Vienna Ex- 
change registers a perceptible decline of 
the Galician Carpathian Petroleum Stock 
Company. In the efforts to report on the 
causes of this sudden fall in stock we 
have obtained ersonal correspondence 
from Lemberg which contains the follow- 
ing disclosures. The true picture of the 
situation in Galicia is as follows:— 

“ ‘The production of woryeey. the most 
important oil district of Galicia, is con- 
tinually diminishing. This decrease is to 
be ascribed to the large number of drill- 
ings recently established, Now it is 
secret to no one that the production of 





the powerful Galician Cospethinn Petro- 
leum Stock Company, which possesses the 
most productive territory in Boryslaw, is 
decreasing from day to day and the output 
is very weak. In this place the gas 
pressure is indeed very low and, so it is 
said, the thick crude oil cannot 
pumped from too great a depth. This is 
a problem heretofore unsolved. The com- 
pany made enormous sacrifices in order 
to drill all wells to a depth of at least 
1,000 meters. The present production can- 
not more than cover the costs of drilling. 
In a short time Austro-Hungary will also 
have a deficiency of crude oil, The ques- 
tion is serious, and in industrial circles 
of that region it gives just ground for 
apprehension. 

“ ‘But, so it is said, the new territories 
in Galicia should not be overlooked. As 
formerly, the discoveries and exploitation 
of the oil fields in Rogi (West Galicia) 
have shown no results adequate to either 
the general expectations or the sacrifices 
made. The producers are now placing all 
their hopes in the territory bordering on 
Boryslaw, especially that in Tustano- 
wice. In fact the prices for land there 
have increased exceedingly. 

“In brief, the situation is lamentable. 
The wells are yielding a constantly small- 
er output and they must be carried on 
for two or three months more before 
reaching the oil yielding strata.’ 

‘With these words the report given us 
closes, but our correspondent places in- 
teresting details in view, and we hope 
that the curiosity of our numerous read- 
ers will not long be placed upon the 
proof.’”’ 

The honored correspondent must be 
either an incorrigible pessimist or was in 
that condition for the time being, for we 
say it requires much courage to lead 
public opinion astray in such a manner. 
The speedy and complete exhaustion of 
the Galician oil fields, of which the 
voucher of the Roumanian paper speaks 
with the more or less_ drastic words, 
“Avant pue-l’Autriche-Hongrie se verra 
done depourvue de petrole brut,’’ could 
be taken humorously in face of the ac- 
tual conditions if there was not a ten- 
dency therein (which our neighbors foster 
with satisfaction) to thrust the impor- 
tance of the abundance of their petro- 
leum into the foreground and to place 
ours in the shade. We have often ren- 
dered this tendency prominent and also 
accentuated, as is really disadvantageous, 
the fact that we opposed nothing to the 
Roumanian claims except impressive sl- 
lence. This policy was unwise, for the 
consequence was that foreign capital 
poured into Roumania from all sides in 
order to engage in increasing the petro- 
leum store, while with us the home quiet 
is in no way disturbed and there are 
way especially limited means which are 
working in the development of the 
Galician petroleum industry. It was no 
great detriment to mention, so long was 
the Galician petroleum industry a domestic 
economic factor that, in the moment when 
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it outgrew this narrow border and ex- 

tended the Galician petroleum industry 
into an export industry, a transfusion of 
foreign capital would be a very desirablé 
state of affairs in order to constantly 
advance the increasing measure of the 
development of the production. But, as 
mentioned, a mistaken policy—one would 
be tempted to call it patriotic if it had 
not been detrimental in the end—occa- 
sioned an exclusion of foreign aid, and 
in the future can avenge itself in that 
we are shoved from our nearest compet- 
itors through their abundant sources of 
aid from without to the second plan. The 
reasons therefor will not be the less valu- 
able natural conditions of our oil supply, 

(for we have banished that into the 
realm of fiction on the basis of material 
founded on fact) but the activity and the 
agitating capacity of our neighbors in 
comparison to our own dullness, 

Ii we turn back to our real theme we 
must certainly discern a warrant for the 
almost solid, if not quite solid, basis of 
our petroleum industry in the circum- 
stance that we have hitherto obtained 
better results with our own moderate 
means, absolutely and relatively consid- 
ered, than the Roumanians with their 
large foreign capital, and this circum- 
stance alone weakens a dissenting predic- 
tion relative to the further development 
of our production. When work is done 
with moderation and caution in raising 
the treasures of the earth there can exist 
no danger of the speedy exhaustion of 
the same. This cannot be absolutely un- 
derstood from the production figures, for, 
apart from the fluctuations which are un- 
avoidable with the peculiar character of 
the petroleum wells, a progressive ten- 
dency of the production is not to be en- 
tirely overlooked, and certainly in recent 
times the production has again increased, 
and at the end of the year will amount 
to the same as in the preceding year, if 
it does not conclude with a greater sur- 
plus. 

During four months of the second half 
of the present year the total production 
and the production of Boryslaw amount- 
ed, in meter centners, to the following

In November the production increased 
still more strongly, for during this 


month the output of the new wells in 
Tustanowice comes into consideration for 
the first time, and more recently still the 
value of the wells newly disclosed in 
Boryslaw. From these _ indisputable 
proofs one must draw the conclusion that 
the production in Galicia is increasing, 
and this increase has all the appearance 
of being permanent. If the pessimists 
and the envious had sounded the alarm 
of the decrease in the Galician produc- 
tion four or five months sooner and at 
that time had written on the wall the 
prediction of the complete exbaustion of 
the Galician oil fields, it would have been 
more difficult for us to stifle their Cas- 
sandra cry. As the matter stands to-day 
the momentarily aroused apprehensions 
are weakened of themselves and leave 
behind the lesson that we must not be 
too hasty with sweeping conclusions and 
predictions. 

Moreover, the Carpathian Stock Com- 
pany has recently obtained fine results in 
its wells in Boryslaw and has increased 
its daily production, so that the time is 
not far distant when it will reach its 
former normal production of about 
twenty cisterns per day. 

Since we have entered into an argument 
we must refer to the very persevering en- 
deavors of the Petrolea in the export of 
Galician crude oil to Russia. One would 
not so energetically pursue the project, 
which was begun in so large a measure, 
if he confronted the danger of a consider- 
able decrease of the production. Certainly 
the existing surplus of crude oil, and also 
that expected, were the impulses for the 
development of the project of exporting 
petroleum in the crude condition to Rus- 
sia.—Naphta,

Chicago Seed and Oil Market. 
Chicago, Jan. 11, 1906. 


lf the flaxseed market of the previous 
week was an active one, and suggested 
to the old timers in the trade some of 
the conditions which formerly obtained, 
the trade the past week was even more 
sharply reminiscent of the time when the 
speculator had what the sporty people 
term “a run for their money.”’ It was not 
a market in which all of the changes in 
prices were on one side, though the ten- 
dency of the trade was undoubtedly 
toward a higher level, and the market at 
the close showed a sharp gain over the 
prices at the close a week ago. Heavy 
realizing sales, and a disposition on the 
part of some of the bears to take a 
chance and sell the market short, was the 
reason for a break of 3%c. in the cash 
seed at Duluth on Thursday, the opening 
day of the week under consideration. 
There was a general belief that the mar- 
ket was too high for the conditions which 
then prevailed. The foreign markets 
slumped, and as the domestic flaxseed 
trade, for the first time in two years, is 
now responding easily to the conditions 
in the foreign markets, it was natural 
that the holders of long seed in the 
Duluth market should take the idea that 
the price was due for a setback. Both 
at Duluth and at Minneapolis the selling 
was rather vigorous, and the seed which 
had closed on Wednesday at $1.14% at Du- 
luth, ended Thursday at $1.11%. The same 
price was quoted for the cash seed at 
Minneapolis. The bears were jubilant.

At any rate, there were 
heavy buying orders from the foreigners, 
at Duluth, and the market performed 
some more pyrotechnics. There simply 
was no such thing as holding it down, and 
under the impetus of the foreign demand, 
and the natural excitement, which this 
caused among the local speculators and 
the Minneapolis traders, the prices of all 
the active options, as well as the cash 
seed, reached the highest points of the 
season. Cash sold up to $1.2, and then 
closed at $1.19%. May, after selling 
around $1.20, went to $1.23, and then to 
$1.23%, where it closed. As a matter of 
fact, May seed sold at $1.24, but this was 
on the Duluth curb market. September 
and October attracted more attention 
than they had before, and the former 
closed at $1.25, while the October seed 
ended the active market at §$1.24%. The 
feature of the Minneapolis market on 
that day was the opening of option trad- 
ing. For the first time the distant futures 
were traded in. Both October and Sep- 
tember were bought and sold in that mar- 
ket. The innovation is said to be due 
to the actions of a big Chicago seed mer- 
chant, it is said to be a fact that the 
elevator interests in the Flour City have 
been anxious for a number of years to 
have an option market at Minneapolis, 
but that the buyers would not take hold 
The crushers naturally wanted the seed 
for immediate use, and when they cared 
to indulge in futures, they were willing 
to go to the Duluth market. For many 
years all efforts to induce the traders to 
deal in the futures on the Minneapolis 
exchange were futile. But the great 
promise of one of the most active markets 
that has ever been known in this country, 
the belief that the present year is going 
to prove a record breaker in point of 
speculation, led to the new move. 
Whether or not the traders will follow it 
up is another matter. It is generally 
admitted that if the option market in 
MNaxseed is maintained at Minneapolis, it 
will seriously cut into the Duluth business 
which heretofore has been largely in fu- 
tures, As the crushers are at Minneapolis, 
instead of Duluth, there are many who 
argue that the business should be done 
there, but Duluth’s position at the head 
of lake navigation has hitherto prevented 
any great deflection. It is a fact, how- 
ever, that there has been a larger amount 
of business done in seed at inneapolis, 
as compared with former years, than at 
Duluth. The trading in the futures in 
the Minneapolis market this week was not 
very extensive, but at Duluth the demand 
for the futures from the foreigners was a 
feature. The high market of Tuesday 
was excelled on the closing day of the 
week onday) when the a seed 
reached the high point of $1.25, putting the 
market pearly up to the strong prices 
which were the rule a year ago. The 
close was slightly easier, as there was a 
disposition on the part of the longs to 
take profits.

Undoubtedly 
this has been the most active week of 
foreign paren that the trade has had 
to record since first the European traders 
began to nibble at the offerings early in 
the season. It was estimated that on 
the first two days of the present calendar 
week, over 500, bushels had been bought 
for foreign account. There is no way of 
securing the actual ures showing how 
much seed has been ught by the for- 
eigners on this crop, but it is conserva- 
tively estimated between 3,000,000 and 
4,000,000 bushels. It seems likely that a 
big acreage for the spring sowing is as- 
sured by the recent high prices of seed. 
Seed at $1.25 is usually an attractive prop- 
osition to the farmer, and as the foreign 
situation is likely to be strong for some 
time at least, t will give the farmer a 
confidence in the stability_of the market, 
which, it must be admitted, was grievous- 
ly shaken by the low prices which were 
the rule till navigation closed. As show- 
ing what the requirements of the for- 
eigners are likely to be this year, a refer- 
ence to the markets of 1902 will be inter- 
esting. This was the year when the 
second largest export seed business of the 
country was done. In that year the Ar- 
ntine Republic raised only 14,371,000 
ushels of seed. India produced about 
14,000,000 bushels. This year the Argentine 
crop is short, but it is Fmeniy in the 
neighborhood of ~ 25,000, to 26,000, 
bushels. Assuming that India will raise 
12,000,000 bushels this year, this makes a 
total crop in the two countries of 38,000,000 
bushels, If the foreign buyer needed onl 
3,874,033 bushels of American seed in 1902, 
when the crop of the two countries was 
only 28,000,000 bushels, how much will he 
need if the crop is 10,000,000 more. Admit- 
ting that there is more seed needed t 
than there was-four years ago, has the 
demand increased to the extent of absorb- 
ing in the European trade 14,000,000 bushels 
more? If there have been 4,000,000 bushels 
of seed bought for foreign account on the 
present market, will there be a need for 
much more, if_ the Indian crop is only a 
partial success?

Olive Oil. 


Consul Birch, of Malaga, has fur- 
nished the following report regarding 
the olive oil season in Spain:— 


The Spanish olive oil season, now be- 
ginning, opens with a poor prospect for 
American business. High prices, an ex- 
ceedingly short Spanish crop and abun- 
dant oil in Italy and France lead Malaga 
exporters to anticipate a bad year. Dry 
weather is blamed for this condition. Not 
for many years past has less rain fallen 
in the district of Andalusia. Present ad- 
vices are that the new crop will be but 
two-thirds the size of that of 194, which 
was itself the smallest of the new cen- 
tury. In round figures, 10 million arrobas 
is the estimated size of the crop now be- 
ing pressed. Three years ago the yield 
was four times as great. 

Exporters unite in predicting that un- 
less prices here recede considerably but 
little business will be done with American 
houses, Italian oil is plentiful and cheap- 
er, and sales to the United States cannot 
be made at the prevailing figure—£36 15s. 
per ton of machinery oil, cost and freight 
to New York. 

The oil pressed from the’ 194 crop sold 
in the United States during the present 
year at from £32 to £38 per ton; but no 
sales have been made since the middle of 
September last, when a few small ship- 
ments went out at £34 10s. Correspon- 
dence with European houses leads Malaga 
exporters to anticipate sales in January, 
February and March next at £35 per ton, 
f. o. b. Malaga. American buyers have 
thus far declined to purchase at that fig- 
ure, and at the present date local oil 
shippers are practically without offers 
from the United States. It is considered 
likely that the present price will rule 
throughout the season; that shipments 
will be limited and that the bulk of the 
crop will be put ta home consumptian. 
Italian oil exporters are expected to cap 
ture most of the American business done 
for the past three seasons by. Malaga

Since the year opened there has been 
a steady improvement in the demand 
for all the leading chemicals, both for 
prompt and forward, more especially, 
however, for alkali and caustic soda, 
of which large Sales have been made 
for delivery over 1907. Bleach, sal soda 
and bicarb. are all steady under te 
usual seasonable demand. There is 
a scarcity of arsenic for prompt or for- 
ward delivery, and prices in conse- 
quence are tending upward. We dis- 
cuss the situation editorially. Oxalic 
acid rather quiet but steady, and the 
same may be said of blue vitriol. 
Cream of tartar and tartaric acid have 
both been reduced. Chlorate of potash 
and soda are both meeting with the 
usual jobbing demand, Carbonate 
of potash is a shade easier for 
forward. First sorts potashes are 
scarce and firmer. The other 
general acids are all more or less 
irregular, owing to sharp competition, 
with various changes as noted below. 
The other light chemicals are all in 
good request, with few changes, as de- 
tailed below. 


Heavy Chemicals, 


ALKALI.—Deliveries upon existing 
contracts since the new year opened 
have daily been on the increase, and in 
many instances these deliveries have 
been increased to meet current wants. 
The bulk of the business, however, has 
been chiefly for forward and over next 
fire, on the basis of .75c. for light in 
bulk, .80c, for bags, and dense in bulk 
.80c, and .85c. for bags, and 48 per cent. 
at .8744c. and up f. o. b. works, as to 
quantity and terms of sale. There is 
more demand in a jobbing way in the 
local market at .85c. up to .95c., accord- 
ing to test, quantity and seller. 

BICARB, SODA.—There is no impor- 
tant change in the market except there 
is a lull in deliveries for prompt, which 
are being held back in some instances, 
as usual during the stock-taking peri- 
od.

SALT CAKE. — Additional sales to 
regular deliverers of single car lots are 
reported at .65c. and upward, as to 
quantity and terms of sale. 

SAL SODA.—The demand, as usual 
at this period of the year, slacks off, 
hence the past week has been no ex- 
ception. Deliveries upon existing con- 
tracts are sufficient to meet the wants 
of the trade, Prices remain fairly 
steady, on the basis of .60c. f. 0. b. 
works or .70c. delivered in this section, 
as to quantity and terms of sale. Con- 
centrated is without special feature and 
held steady at 1.40c. and up, as to quan- 
tity. Foreign is selling fairly well for 
January shipment at .8lc.

New Patent and Trade Mark 


Measures, 


Washington, Jan. 12, 1906. 


A measure of much importance has been 
introduced in the House by Representa- 
tive Wiley, of New Jersey, as a result of 
a movement on the part of patent law 
experts and trade-mark owners to induce 
Congress to provide a criminal remedy 
within the jurisdiction of the United 
States courts for the willful infringement 
of marks registered in the United States 
Patent Office. Mr. Wiley’s bill is under- 
stood to be supported by the American 
Bar Association and by various patent 
law organizations. An effort was made 
last winter to secure such legislation in 
connection with the enactment of the 
Bonynge trade-mark law. It was found, 
however, that a considerable number of 
Senators and Representatives were averse 
to creating new offenses by Federal stat- 
ute, and it was, therefore, feared that the 
insertion of a criminal provision in the 
Bonynge bill might imperil its passage. 
Experience during the past year, how- 
ever, has greatly emphasized the neces- 
sity for a criminal statute to prevent and 
punish infringement of crade-marks, and 
very strong pressure will be brought to 
bear upon the patent committees of the 
two houses to give early consideration to 
the Wiley bill. 

The Wiley bill contains five sections, By 
the terms of the first section the follow- 
ing provision, defining criminal infringe- 
ment and providing penalties therefor, is 
to be added to Section 16 of the existing 
trade-mark law:— 


“Sec, 16a. Any person who shall willfully 
and with intent to defraud transport or cause 
or procure to be transported between . the 
States, or to any foreign nation or Indian tribe, 
or shall deliver to any carrier to be so trans- 
ported, any goods not those of the owner of 
the trade-mark, but of the same or substantial 
ly the same descriptive properties as the goods 
for which the said trade-mark is registered and 
upon which the same is used by the owne) 
thereof, to which or to the packages or recep- 
tacles containing which is affixed any trade- 
mark registered pursuant to the provisions of 
this act, or any false representation, likeness, 
copy, or colorable imitation thereof, shall on 
conviction thereof be punished by a fine not 
exceeding one thousand dollars or by imprisen 
ment for not more than two years, or by botb 
sueh fine and imprisonment.”’ 


The next section of the Wiley bill 
amends Section 20 of the present law so 
as to prescribe the procedure in criminal 
as well as civil prosecutions. As thus 
amended this feature of the law will read 
as follows'— 

“Bec. 20. That in any case 
right to a trade-mark registered in accordance 
with the provisions of this act in which the 
verdict has been found for the plaintiff, or an 
injunction issued, and in any criminal prosecu. 
tion arising under this act in which the verdict 
has been found against the defendant, the court 
may order that all labels, signs, prints, pack:

ages, wrappers, or receptacles in the possession 
of the defendant bearing the trade-mark of the 
plaintiff or complainant, or any reproduction, 
counterfeit, copy, or colorable imitation thereof 
shall be delivered up and destroyed. Any in- 
junction that may be granted upon hearing 
after notice to the defendant, to prevent the 
violation of any right of the owner of a trade 
mark registered in accordance with the provi 
sions of this act by any Circuit Court of the 
United States, or by a judge thereof, may be 
served on the parties against whom such in 
junction may be granted anywhere in the 
United States where they may be found, and 
shall. be operative, and may be enforced by 
proceedings to punish for contempt, or other- 
wise, by the court by which such injunction 
Was granted, or by any other Circuit Court, or 
judge thereof, in the United States, or by the 
Supreme Court of the District. of Columbia, or 
a judge thereof, The said courts, or judgen 
thereof, shall have jurisdiction to enforce said 
injunction, as herein provided fully as if the 
injunction had been granted by the Circuit 
Court in which it is sought to be enforced. 
The clerk of the court or judge granting the 
injunction shall, when required to do so by the 
court before which application to enforce said 
injunction is made, transfer without delay to 
said court a certified copy of all the papers op 
which the said injunction was granted that are 
on file in his office,’’ 


Section 3 of the Wiley bill provides that 
‘“‘no criminal prosecution shall be main- 
tained in any case where the trade-mark 
is used in unlawful business upon an 
article injurious in itself or which mar 
has been used with the design of deceiv 
ing the public in the purchase of mer- 
chandise or has been abandoned or upon 
any certificate of registration fraudulent- 
ly obtained.” 

An important feature of the measure is 
contained in Section 4, which protects al- 
leged infringers from criminal prosecution 
in cases where the party claiming the 
trade-mark question has not properly 
protected the same by giving notice of its 
registration or duly notifying the in- 
fringer. To effect this purpose it is pro- 
posed to amend Section 28 of the existing 
law to read as follows:— 


“Sec. 28. That it shall. be the duty of the 
registrant to give notice to the public that the 
trade-mark is registered, either by affixing 
thereon the words ‘Registered in U. 8S. Patent 
Office,’ or abbreviated thus:—‘Reg. U. 8. Pat. 
Off.,” or when, from the character or size of 
the trade-mark, or from its manner of attach- 
ment to the article to which it is appropriated, 
this cannot be done, then by affixing a label 
containing a like notice to the package or 
receptacle wherein the article or articles are 
inclosed; and in any suit for infringement by 
a party failing so to give notice of registration 
no damages shall be recovered, except on proof 
that the defendant was duly notified of infringe. 
ment, and continued the same after such notice, 
nor shall any criminal prosecution be main- 
tained in the absence of such notice except upon 
the like proof.’’ 


The final section of the Wiley bill pro- 
vides that it shall take effect upon its 
passage. 

The Wiley bill is now before the House 
Committee on Patents, of which Repre- 
sentative Currier, of New Hampshire, is 
chairman. The author of the measure 
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will apply for a hearing during the cur- 
rent month, and it is expected that strong 
arguments will be presented in favor of 
peat action. It is not doubted that the 
earings will develop some opposition to 
the measure on the part of those who op- 
pose the creation of additional criminal 
offenses by Federal statute, but it is be- 
lieved that the hearings will show prac- 
tical unanimity of sentiment favorable to 
the measure on the part of all who have 
had experience in the practical operation 
of the patent and trade-mark laws.

Chemicals in America. 


Consul Ledoux, of Prague, says that 
a Dr, Paul Cohn, an Austrian expert, a 
professor of the technical museum of 
Vienna, discusses the possibilities of 
the small chemical industries of Europe 
being crowded out by American compe- 
tition. He writes:— 


After giving interesting statistics show- 
ing that the mineral wealth of America, 
both as to the variety of the product and 
the yield of the mines, exceeds that of 
any other country, Dr. Cohn says that, 
though we have an abundant quantity of 
raw material to promote our chemical in- 
dustries, we have not sufficient skilled la- 
bor, which may explain the incontestable 
inferiority of the American chemical in- 
dustries compared with those of England 
or Germany. 

This, the writer says, is being remedied 
by the adoption of the German method of 


instruction, by the erection of schools on 
the German model, and by the encourage- 
ment of technical education by every 
possible means, helped with lavish ex- 
penditures of money, such as is not to be 
met in European countries. Dr. Cohn 
concludes by saying that in ten years 
—possibly sooner—these shortcomings will 
have been remedied, and then, to the dis- 
advantage of the European chemical in- 
dustries, the American chemical indus- 
tries will be fully equal to those of any 
country of Europe. Dr. Cohn adds the 
statement that we have already reached 


complete independence as regards two 
chemical products, soda and sulphurio 
acid.

Bill to License Dealers in Petroleum. 


Washington, Jan. 12, 1906. 


Considerable attention has_ recently 
been attracted to a measure introduced 
in the House early in the present session 
by Representative Martin, of South 
Dakota, the effect of which, should it be 
enacted into law, would be to require all 
corporations, joint stock companies and 
other associations engaged in interstate 
traffic in petroleum to procure a license 
from the Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor before engaging in such trade. 

Mr. Martin’s bill was introduced on the 
first day of the present session and was 
referred to the Committee on Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce. It was not re- 
garded as representing the views of any 
one but its author, and it was believed 
that it would receive very little consid- 
eration at the hands of the House lead-

“As it bears the approval of the President 
and the Commissioner of Corporations, it is 
looked upon as an administration measure, and 
one that will receive the support of the large 
Republican majority in the House and in the 
Senate. It will be recalled that President 
Roosevelt in his first message to Congress ad- 
vocated the regulation of interestate corpora- 
ee engaged in the handling of the necessaries 
° e. 

“Mr. Martin for several years has made a 
close study of corporations engaging in inter- 
state commerce in food and fuel supplies and 
has become convinced that the evils which 
have grown up under which independent pro- 
ducers have been driven to the wall by power- 
ful combinations, could be corrected by the en- 
actment of a law based on the interstate com- 
merce clause of the Constitution.’ 

While it is possible that Mr. Martin is 
disposed to take too sanguine a view of 
the prospect for the passage of his meas- 
ure and may perhaps overestimate the 
strength of the support he will receive 
from the Administration, there can be no 
doubt that he is personally greatly inter- 
ested in the movement and that he will 
do everything in his power to bring the 
measure to the attention of Congress. 
The House Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce is about to take up 
the subject of the regulation of freight 
rates, and it is possible that Mr. Martin’s 
measure may receive some consideration 
in this connection. 
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Consul Stephens, of Plymouth, fur- 
nishes the following paragraph regard- 
ing an advance in the price of rosin oil 
in England :— 


Rosin oil, which is largely used in the 
manufacture of printers’ ink and is the 
fluid which holds the colors or pigments, 
has for years been rapidly advancing in 
price. Local users believe this to be the 
result of a “ring.’’ In 1894 the price of 
rosin oil was from 7 to 8 shillings ($1.68 
to $1.92) per hundredweight (112 pounds). 
At present the price is 15 shillings ($3.65) 
per hundredweight wholesale. The bulk 
of the rosin oil used in the southwest of 
England comes from Glasgow. Consumers 
in this district would purchase from the 
States if a lower quotation could be ob- 
tained, or would be persuaded to use a 
suitable substitute if such could be se- 
cured,

The advance of the month has not 
brought any substantial improvement 
to the state of the market, and buyers’ 
wants are generally expressed on a 
moderate scale. The tendency of val- 
ues for the leading articles is steady 
to firm, and advances are awaited in 
some of the items upon the manifesta- 
tion of improved buying interest. Egg 
albumen continues firm and _ the 
cheaper grades are likely to be higher. 
Aniline oil is available at a slight con- 
cession, but salt is well sustained. Very 
firm prices are being realized for anti- 
mony salts. Gambier continues firm 
with an upward tendency in the ab- 
sence of arrivals, and primary holders 
are able to command a stronger posi- 
tion. Advanced results are reported 
at the Calcutta sales of vegetable in- 
digo. Blue Aleppo nutgalls show no 
abatement of strength, available stocks 
being at a premium. Yellow prussiate 
of potash is steadier. The developments 
of the reorganization of the leading 
factors in cornstarch under one con- 
trol are likely to establish the market 
on an advanced basis. Tapioca flour is 
active and fimer. The tin products are 
without further change. 

ACID, TANNIC.—Expectations are 
expressed for an early advance in 
crystals over the current basis of 48@ 
50c., as the position of the raw material 
is regarded as favorable to this end. 
Commercial is well sustained at 35@37c. 

ALBUMEN.—The stability of the 
market for egg albumen cannot be 
questioned and the sustained tendency 
of values for the Chinese duck varieties 
is likely to be maintained, as it is 
stated that the Japanese government 
has arranged to have its army supplied 
with two eggs a day, which means an 
outlet of 1,000,000 a day. It is also re- 
ported that the Chinese houses are find- 
ing a market for liquid egg in tins, in 
Europe, where there is no restriction 
against boracic acid preservatives. 
There is a shortage of the Chinese 
grades on spot and nothing is offerad 
below 54c. The Russian descriptions 
are strongly maintained at 62@70c. 
There is no change to note in blood 
albumen, but the domestic is reported 
to be tending toward a firmer basis. 
For this grade 20c. is named, but the

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—A lead- 
ing holder offers lots of 1 to 5 
drums at 9%c., but contracts for larger 
quantities are available at a conces- 
sion. Spot supplies of salt are rather 
light, and values retain a steady posi- 
tion at 85%@8%c. 

ANTIMONY SALTS.—There has been 
a good movement during the week, dis- 
posing of a good part of the stocks 
available below the cost at which they 
could be replenished. Sales have been 
made of 75 per cent. at 15c. and of 65 
per cent. at 14c., but for the latter a 
leading dealer now maintains 14%c. In 
the same quarter 47 per cent. is held at 
an advance to 1lic., but lle. was 
said to be acceptable for limited lots. 

BICHLORIDE OF TIN.—The strong 
tendency of the metal market holds 
bichloride values firmly to the recently- 
advanced basis of 10%c. for 50 deg. and 
10%c. for 45 deg. 

COCHINEAL.—The market is quiet 
and without special interest, but there 
is no appreciable lack of stability to 
quotations, which remain at 48@50c.. for 
all varieties. , 

CUTCH.—The prospect of putting this 
article on a dutiable list is regarded 
with more certainty, and recent condi- 
tions are said to lend further justifica- 
tion for the removal of some of the 
descriptions from the free list. The 
market is firm at unchanged qudtations. 

DEXTRINE.—Imported potato dex- 
trine is well sustained at 644@7%c., and 
there is apparently little in the primary 
market to indicate any early departure 
from this basis. Domestic corn dextrine 
is unchanged from 2.55c. in carload lots 
to 2%c. for smaller quantities, but the 
developments of the stronger reorgan- 
ization of one of the leading producing 
companies are likely to establish the 
market on a firmer level. , 

GAMBIER.—The tendency of the 
market continues upward, especially 
for shipment, primary holders appa- 
rently being alive to the strong statis- 
tical position of the article. We are 
advised of one sale of 25 tons for Mareh 
arrival at 4.15c., but bids for lots up 
to 100 tons for the same position at this 
figure. were said to be unavailing. 
Growing concern is said to be the ex- 
perience of those who sold short for 
January arrival, as nothing seems 
to be obtainable in this. position, 
and for February delivery. difficulty is 
likely to be encountered in covering 
sales without some sacrifice. London 
is not disposed to aid in the relief of the 
stringency with the goods received so 
far on November shipments. Of the 
75 tons shipped to this country dur- 
ing the first half of December, some 
will come on this market, but how 
much cannot be stated. Much interest 
is centered in the announcement of the 
shipments during the first half of this 


month, as their extent will have a de- 
cided effect in determining the course 
of local dealers generally. The store 
situation affords the only basis for spot 
sales, a condition that is likely to pre- 
vail another month, and in this posi- 
tion nothing is available below 4%4c., 
and some transactions are reported up 
to 4%c. 

INDIGO.—Cable advices received in 
the local trade report the sale of a few 
parcels of vegetable indigo at the Cal- 
cutta public auctions at 40@45 rupees 
above the average of last season, the 
purchases being chiefly for Gulf ports. 
There have been some more active in- 
quiries on spot for the finer grades of 
natural dye, and difficulty has been en- 
countered in finding the desired varie- 
ties. Interest in the synthetic product 
is chiefly in the call for contract deliv- 
eries, which is fairly active. 

NUTGALLS.—The scarcity of blue 
Aleppo galls on spot sustains the mar- 
ket firmly to the relatively high level of 
24@25c., nor does there seem to be any 
early prospect for any material abate- 
ment from this basis, as available sup- 
plies for some time promise to be un- 
der a close control. Chinese galls are 
quiet, but maintained at 14@14\4c. 

PRUSSIATES.—A firmer tone char- 
acterizes the market for yellow prus- 
siate of potash, with the disposal of 
practically all of the lots that were in 
evidence below 14c. A recent test of the 
market disclosed the stability of prus- 
siate of soda at 9@9\c., as to quantity. 

STARCH.—Interest centers chiefly in 
the developments of the reorganization 
of the two leading factors in corn 
starch under one control, which is gen- 
erally believed to warrant a decided 
improvement in values. The break of 
20 points several weeks ago, for which 
no reasonable explanation was offered 
at the time, is now regarded as one of 
the steps to the end that has lately 
been accomplished. The market at this 
writing may be reported as decidedly 
firm at 14%@2%%éc. in bags and at 1.90@ 
2%c. in bbls. for pearl. 

SUMAC.—Late advices from primary 
quarters, indicating the favorable prog- 
ress of the move to put an end to the 
adulteration evil, contribute to the 
strong position of the local market at 
$47@50 for No. 1 and at $44@47 for No. 2. 

TAPIOCA FLOUR. — With the un- 
checked advancing tendency in the 
markets abroad and the manifestation 
of a lively buying interest on _ spot, 
stimulated by the prospect of a higher 
market for corn starch, the local situ- 
ation is on a very firm basis, and some 
difficulty may be experienced in find- 
ing any low grade flour at 2%c., while 
the higher grades command up to 3\4c. 

TIN CRYSTALS. — There is no fur- 
ther change to note in values, which re- 
main on the basis of 214%@23c., as to 
style of package. Makers do not seem 
disposed to avail themselves of the 
justification the strong position of the 
metal market affords for an advance 
over the current schedule, which is said 
barely to represent the cost of manu- 
facture. 

TURMERIC. — The market remains 
dull and is devoid of particular inter- 
est. Values are without quotable 
change, but concessions would proba- 
bly be granted on sufficient induce- 
ment. 

ZINC DUST.—The quiet state of the 
market is without perceptible influence 
on the stability of quotations, which 
are sustained at 5%@6c. Some goods 
due to arrive in a few days will be 
held at 5%c. from dock.

A New Pure Drug and Food Bill. 


Washington, Jan. 12, 1906. 


The campaign for the enactment of a 
pure food and drug law has taken a new 
turn as the result of the introduction by 
Senator Hopkins, of Illinois, of a bill 
based upon the principle that Congress 
has the power to restore to the States all 
authority relating to interstate commerce 
delegated to it by the Constitution. The 
measure is attracting considerable atten- 
tion, but is strongly opposed by the 
friends of both the pending House and 
Senate pure food and drug bills. Mr. 
Hopkins has succeeded, however, in hayv- 
ing his bill referred to the Senate Com- 
mittee on Interstate Commerce and has 
thus prevented a clash with the Heyburn 
and McCumber bills, which, it will be re- 
membered, were sent to the Committee 
on Manufactures. 

The first section of Senator Hopkins" 
bill provides that ‘‘the introduction into 
any State or Territory or the District of 
Columbia, or from any foreign country, 
or shipment to an foreign country, 
of any article of food or drugs which is 
adulterated or misbranded within the 
meaning of any law of the State, Terri- 
tory or country from which said article 
may be shipped, is hereby prohibited, un- 
less such package shall bear upon it in 
block.-letters of not less than one inch 
in height the word ‘adulterated;’ and any 
person who shall make any such ship- 
ment in violation of the provisions of this 
act shall. be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and shall for such offense be 
fined not more than three hundred dollars 
or be imprisoned not exceeding one year, 
or both, in the discretion of the court, and 
the article so shipped in violation of the 
provisions of this act shall be deemed for- 
feited to the government.”’ 

The district court of the United States 
for the district into which such ips 
ments are made is clothed by the Dill 
with the jurisdiction ‘‘of all actions for 
the collection of fines and forfeitures 
herein specified, and the proceedings 
therefor shall be the same as similar pro- 
ceedings under the United States internal 
revenue laws.” 

A very important.feature of the Hop- 
kins bill is found in Section 3, which pro- 
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vides in effect that Congress shall restore 
to the States jurisdiction over adulterated 
or misbrand ‘oods and drugs that may 
become the subjects of interestate com- 
merce, This section is as follows:— 

‘That all foods or drugs which are adulter- 
ated or misbranded within the meaning of the 
laws of the State, Territory or country wherein 
they may be manufactured, or from whence or 
to which they may be shipped, which are 
transported into any other State or Territory 
for use, consumption, sale or storage therein, 
shall, upon arrival in such State or Territory, 
be subject to the operation and effect of the 
pure-food laws of such State or Territory to 
the same extent and in the same manner as 
though such foods or drugs had been produced 
in such State or Territory, and shall not be 
exempt therefrom by reason of being intro- 
duced or held therein for sale in original pack- 
ages or otherwise.’’ 


Under the present laws the State au- 
thorities could not interfere with adul- 
terated foods and —— a from one 
State into another and stored in the orig- 
inal package, and it is even doubtful 
whether the so-called police powers of the 
States could, be invoked to protect citi- 
zens against adulterated or misbranded 
Groducts if sold in original packages only. 

hether the Hopkins bill has been so 

drawn as to make its provisions entirely 
constitutional or not can only be deter- 
mined by a decision of the highest court 
in the event that it becomes a law. In 
view of the fact that it covers only one 
hase of the pure food and drug question, 
t is regarded as improbable that the lead- 
ers of the Senate will take it up in pref- 
erence to any of the other pending bills.

Indian Petroleum Land Leases. 


Washington, Jan. 12, 1906. 


What is probably the most important 
measure that will be. presented to this 
Congress concerning the leasing of oil 
lands belonging to the Indian tribes has 
been presented in the House by Delegate 
McGuire, of Oklahoma. His bill is in- 
tended to provide an equal division of 
the lands and moneys of the Osage tribe 
of Indians. These lands are very exten- 
sive and embrace some of the most prom- 
ising oil prospects that have been dis- 
covered in Oklahoma or the Indian Ter- 
ritory. The famous Foster lease, covering 
an enormous area, which was renewed by 
act of Congress last winter, is embraced 
within the tract belonging to the Osage 
tribe, and it is understood that the pro- 
duction under that lease is now rapidly 
increasing. 

The McGuire bill provides that allot- 
ments in severalty shall be made of the 
tribal lands according to the following 
provision:— 


“The allotments herein provided for shall be 
made by a commission consisting of the United 
States Indian agent of the Osage Agency, three 
members of the Osage tribe to be selected by 
the Osage council, at least two of whom shall 
be full bloods, and .a United States Indian in- 
spector to be selected by the Secretary of the 
Interior; and the schedules of homestead selec- 
tions and surplus lands shall be subject to the 
approval of the Secretary of the Interior. The 
expenses of the surveys and resurveys which 
may be found necessary in making the home- 
stead selections and allotments as herein pro- 
vided shall be paid out of any Osage funds de- 
rived from the sale of town lots, royalties from 
oil, coal, or other minerals, or rents from graa- 
ing lands.’’ 


In order that the Indians may dispose 
of their surplus lands outside their home- 
steads the bill provides as follows:— 


“That the Secretary of the Interior, in his 
discretion, at the request and upon the peti- 
tion of any adult member of the tribe, may 
issue to such member a certificate of compe- 
tency, authorizing him to sell and convey any 
of the lands deeded him by reason of this act, 
except his homestead, which shall remain in- 
alienable and untaxable for a period of,twenty- 
five years, or gering the life. of the homesated 
allottee, if upon investigation, consideration 
and examination of the request he shall find 
any such member fully competent and capable 
of transacting his or her own business and 
caring for his or her own individual affairs, 
provided, that upon the issuance of such certi- 
ficate of competency the lands of such member 
(except his or her homestead) shall become 
subject to taxation, and such member, except 
as herein provided, shall have the right to 
manage, control and dispose of his or her lands 
the same as any citizen of the United States; 
provided further, that nothing herein shal! au- 
thorize the sale of the oil, gas, coal or other 
minerals covered by said lands, said minerals 
being reserved to the use of the tribe for a 
period of twenty-five years, and the royalty 
to be paid to said tribe as hereinafter provided; 
and provided further, that the oil, gas, coal 
and other minerals upon said surplus allotted 
lands shall become the property of the indi- 
vidual owner of said land at the expiration of 
said twenty-five years.”’ 

It is expected that the principal de- 
velopment of oil lands in the Osage dis- 
trict will be on the basis of the usual 
leases rather than through purchase, al- 
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though in certain cases development com- 
panies have bought Indian lands outright 
and with a view to working them for 
other products in addition to oil and gas. 
The system under which these leases will 
be made is set out in detail in the follow- 
ing provision of Mr. McGuire's bill:— 


“That the Secretary of the Interior is hereby 
authorized and directed from time to time to 
provide rules and regulations in regard t6 the 
leasing of oil, gas, coal or other minerals in 
the Osage Reservation, and all such leases shall 
be made by the Secretary of the Interior, ex- 
cept as otherwise provided in an act entitled 
‘An act making appropriations for the current 
and contingent expenses of the Indian Depart- 
ment and for fulfilling treaty stipulations with 
various Indian tribes for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1906, and for other purposes,’ ap- 
proved March 3, 1905, and any lease for any 
such minerals otherwise made shall be abso- 
lutely void; provided further, that no lease be 
made or renewed for a lengr period than ten 
years, nor cover the oil, gas, coal or other 
minerals in more than six hundred and forty 
acres of land, which shall conform as nearly 
as possible to the public surveys; provided fur- 
ther, that the rate of royalty to be paid by all 
lessees shall he fixed by the Secretary of the 
Interior, and the royalty derived from the oil, 
gas, coal and other mineral leases upon home- 
steads shall be paid to the holder of the home- 
stead or his heirs, and a certificate of selection 
of a homestead shall be evidence of the right 
of the member to the royalty derived from the 
mineral lease or leases upon said homestead: 
provided further, that his or her homestead 
shall not be leased for oil, gas, coal or other 
minerals unless the owner of said homestead 
consents thereto, except as otherwise herein 
provided. The royalty received from oil, gas, 
coal and other mineral leases upon the said 
allotted lands and the unallotted lands shall 
be placed in the Treasury of the United States 
to the credit of the members of the Osage 
tribe of Indians as other moneys of said tribe 
are to be deposited under the provisions of this 
act, and all royalties received from oil, gas, 
coal or other mineral leases shall be distrib- 
uted to the said members of the Osage tribe 
according to the roll provided for herein, per 
capita, in the same manner and at the same 
time as payments are made of interest on other 
moneys held in trust for the Osages by the 
United States; provided further, that the Sec- 
retary of the Interior shall, by proper cove- 
nants In leases and by proper regulations, fully 
protect the interests of each member of the 
Osage tribe in the use and enjoyment of the 
grass, crops, timber and other products of the 
homesteads and surplus allotted lands, and all 
lessees shall covenant to so handle and care for 
the mineral products of leased lands as not to 
contaminate or pollute the waters of the nat- 
ural water courses.’’ 

It is understood that the provision in the 
above section regarding the handling of 
mineral products of leased lands so as not 
to contaminate the natural water courses 
is directed especially to petroleum, it hav- 
ing been reported to the Secretary of the 
Interior that in some instances serioys 
damage has been done through the pollu- 
tion of streams due to the overflow of 
wells or leakage of tanks, etc. 


Mr. McGuire’s bill has been referred to 
the Committee on Indian Affairs, where 
it will be considered at an early date.
